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STRAIGHT TICKET: DEMOCRATIC

We believe that in Texas, the Democratic 
Party (despite its many shortcomings) 
remains the most consistent, effective agent 
of political progress and progressive institu- 
tional action, and that it needs to be strength- 
ened and broadened in order to undermine 
our state’s de facto one-party Republican 
regime. When we eventually return to a two- 
party system in Texas, we can begin to speak

PRESIDENT: BARACK OBAMA 

Few Chronicle readers will be surprised 
that we are endorsing the president’s re- 
election, but we still wish to note our rea- 
soning here. We’ve had our differences with 
some of Obama’s policies - especially his 
still-reflexive extension of U.S. military 
power abroad (e.g., the use of high-tech war- 
fare in undeclared wars) and his willingness 
to maintain unconstitutional abuse of legal 


rights (as in Guantanamo). But his adminis- 
tration has kept its commitments to bring 
to an end the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. 
And it has also moved forward in health 
care, equal rights, and rebuilding the econ- 
omy, despite relentless and destructively 
partisan Republican opposition to every 
administration initiative, without regard to 
the common welfare. An Obama presidency 
would maintain institutional leverage and 
public space for progressive political action 
on behalf of labor groups, human and civil 
rights activism, women’s rights, and basic 
social services, including national health 
care. A Romney presidency would roll all 
these back to the Bush era, would substi- 
tute saber-rattling and threats for even the 
slightest movements toward cooperative 
diplomacy, all the while granting even more 
of a stranglehold to the U.S. financial and 
corporate interests determined to dominate 
the future of the republic. 

EXCEPTIONS TO STRAIGHT DEMOCRATIC TICKET: 

U.S. Rep., District 17: Ben Easton (L): He’s the 
only alternative to hard-right incumbent 
Ben Flores. 

Railroad Commissioner, Unexp. Term: Josh Wendel (G): 

No Democrat filed to oppose appointed 
incumbent chair, Barry Smitherman. 

Supreme Court, Place 2: RS Roberto Koelsch (L): The 

Lago Vista attorney is an honest alternative 
to hard-right favorite Don Willet. 

Supreme Court, Place 4: Charles Waterbury (G): This 
Dallas attorney points to Supreme Court 
Justice Stephen Breyer as a judicial model, 
and anybody would be better than GOP 
nominee John “10 Commandments” Devine. 

Central Health 

TAX RATIFICATION: YES 

While this five-cent hike (to 12.9 cents per 
$100 valuation) is hefty on a percentage 
basis, it would put Central Health on a more 
sufficient financial footing and represents 
Austin and Travis County’s best current 
chance for a greatly improved health care 
infrastructure: medical school, teaching 
hospital, and a range of new clinics and 
services funded by both local taxpayers and 
potential federal Medicaid matching funds 
($1.46 to every $1). State support for health 
care, especially for those Austinites who 
most need access to health care, is not forth- 


coming in the near future - indeed, more 
cuts are the orders of the day - and we must 
rely on ourselves to attempt to fill the gap. 
This self-assessment is an important and 
timely step in that direction, and we urge 
voters to support it. 

City Charter Amendments 

PROPS. 1 AND 2: YES 

Prop. 1 would move municipal elections 
from May to November; Prop. 2 would do 
that as well as adjust council member terms 
to four years (with two-term limits), stagger 
the member elections, and have them coin- 
cide with national elections. The advantage 
of spring elections is that they are simpler 
and focus attention directly on city matters, 
which will get short shrift at the bottom of a 
November ballot; the disadvantage is that 
steadily and increasingly, far too few people 
vote. Moving the elections to November (as 
most jurisdictions have already done) will 
increase and broaden turnout and (hope- 
fully) motivate more citizens to be engaged 
in city government. 

PROP. 3: NO 

Prop. 3 would replace the current at-large 
council voting system with 10 geographic 
districts and the mayor (still at-large), and 
establish an “independent citizens redis- 
tricting commission.” While it’s certainly 
past time for this now large city to enact 
districting, we believe a mixed or hybrid 
system (e.g., Prop. 4) would better serve the 
interests of all citizens - including geo- 
graphically dispersed minority groups - 
and is more likely to have the broad sup- 
port of the Austin public. And while we do 
not oppose in principle an “independent” 
redistricting commission, it should not be 
one imposed by a single ballot phrase 


standing in for quite complex and unexam- 
ined legislation lacking public vetting and 
never subject to public debate and review. 

PROP. 4: YES 

Prop. 4 would replace the current at-large 
system with eight districts, two at-large 
places, and the mayor. Again, we believe it 
is time to move primarily to a districting 
system (and enlarge the City Council), but a 
hybrid system is more likely to serve the 
broad public interest, is likely more accept- 
able to a majority of Austin voters, and 
indeed is a more familiar U.S. pattern, from 
Congress on down to the local school board, 
better balancing localized interests with 
citywide concerns. It also offers some pro- 
tection against purely “ward” politics, and a 
better chance for representation for minor- 
ity groups not geographically concentrated. 

PROP. 5: YES 

Prop. 5 would enable council members to 
hire and manage their own staffs; that is 
already the de facto situation, although for- 
mal power is vested in city management. 
Making reality official makes sense. 

PROP. 6: YES 

Prop. 6 would move hiring and reporting of 
the city attorney from the city manager to the 
City Council. In the past, the manager’s direct 
influence on the attorney has made for awk- 
ward or even corrupting pressure; dispersing 
that over the full council should add indepen- 
dence and some clarity to the attorney’s role. 

PROP. 7: YES 

Prop. 7 would reduce the number of peti- 
tion signatures required to force a public 
vote on a proposed ordinance change by 
half (to match the percentage currently 
required for charter amendments, set by 
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EARLY VOTING oct. 22-nov. 2 . ELECTION DAY nov 6 


You may vote at any early voting location in the county in which 
you are registered.

state law). We endorse this proposal reluc- 
tantly, only because we can’t change state 
law to raise the charter requirement, which 
is laughably low This change would at least 
mean less arbitrary tinkering with the char- 
ter, and allow duly elected councils to revise 
ordinance changes as necessary in the ordi- 
nary course of business. 

PROP. 8: NO ENDORSEMENT 

The editorial board was split on Prop. 8, 
which would create a 30-day period after elec- 
tion for a council member to raise funds to 
retire campaign debt. Proponents say debt 
retirement is standard across other jurisdic- 
tions and argue the current system gives an 
unfair advantage to wealthy candidates; they 
note that the Charter Revision Committee 
recommended this change “to ensure newly 
elected or re-elected council members can 
focus on job responsibilities rather than be 
concerned by lingering personal debt or 
unpaid campaign bills.” Detractors, on the 
other hand, note that none of the CRC’s other 
recommendations regarding cam- 
paign finance (bundling restric- 
tions, reporting requirements) 
made it on the ballot; they 
say that without those, this 
measure just allows spe- 
cial interest money to 
avoid showing up on 
campaign finance reports 
until after the election is 
over. Your decision as a 
voter rests with what you 
see as a bigger threat to 
our civic elections. 

PROP. 9: YES 

Prop. 9 would let the city lease 
parkland to a school district (such as 
AISD) for a purpose that the City Council 
concludes is a park purpose. This proposal 
grew from discussion of ways for the city to 
assist the school district (via shared resourc- 
es) in response to state cuts to public educa- 
tion, and is both narrowly defined and 
requires a two-thirds vote of council. 


PROPS. 10 AND 11: YES 

Props. 10 and 11 would extend civil ser- 
vice protections in hiring, firing, and disci- 
pline to most city employees (Prop. 10) and 
emergency medical services personnel 
(Prop. 11) - essentially those not currently 
covered by public safety employee protec- 
tions. Basically, the current “at-will” sys- 
tem, which gives all such power to city 
management, without appeal, would be 
replaced by a “just-cause” system, allowing 
a council-appointed commission to review 
management decisions where there is a 
dispute. This is a modest but important 
improvement in the rights of city workers, 
common in other cities, and we strongly 
encourage Chronicle readers to approve 
this change. 

City Bond Propositions 

We don’t profess to love everything in this 
$385 million bond package, but there’s 
plenty to recognize as good investments for 
our community - infrastructure 
repairs, watershed protection, 
parks improvements, and 
affordable housing. As we 
noted in our bond endorse- 
ment six years ago, this 
package’s price tag 
could also have been 
reduced if items such 
as facility repairs and 
maintenance were cov- 
ered by general operat- 
ing funds. History 
reminds us that some 
bond projects either get 
shelved indefinitely or, rightly 
or wrongly, become subject to 
greater political scrutiny in later years. 
Going forward, the city has committed to 
adding a greater layer of transparency to 
the 2012 bond package by posting status 
reports on the city’s website. Overall, we 
believe the package offers a promising 
vision for smarter growth, and we urge vot- 
ers to approve this package in its entirety. 


Much as we dream of Austin as a city of 
mass transit, we’re still very much a car 
town, and cars need roads, and roads, like 
everything else, have needs. Taking into 
account two of Austin’s biggest transporta- 
tion problems - persistent bottlenecks and a 
high rate of accidents and fatalities - $8 mil- 
lion would go toward addressing arterial 
congestion and crash-risk mitigation, while 
another $35 million would be directed to 
sections of 1-35. We are pleased to see a 
bump in sidewalk funding with the inclu- 
sion of $25 million for sidewalks and ramps 
(and their accompanying curbs and gutters), 
and an overall list of multi-modal projects 
that support a better sense of place. 

PROP. 13: OPEN SPACE AND WATERSHED 
PROTECTION: YES 

Not as much as the $57 million recom- 
mended by the bond advisory committee, 
this is still a good chunk of change to invest 
toward acquiring environmentally sensitive 
lands to ensure aquifer water quality pro- 
tection for future generations. 

PROP. 14: PARKS AND RECREATION: YES 

We support this proposition while strongly 
encouraging the city to follow the task force 
recommendation to include repairs and main- 
tenance in future parks budgets. Additionally, 
the $2 million targeted for improvements at 
city-owned cemeteries is just a fraction of 
what’s needed for the long-term upkeep and 
preservation of these historic treasures. 

PROP. 15: HOUSING: YES 

This is one of the more popular bond pro- 
posals - not only because of the obvious 
need for affordable housing, but also because 
of the success borne out of the 2006 housing 
bond program, thanks in large measure to 
Austin’s savvy and dedicated community of 
housing professionals and advocates. 
Should voters approve this measure, fund- 
ing would help pay for such projects as a 
long-in-coming Downtown housing develop- 
ment for low-income residents and an ambi- 
tious home-repair program for seniors. 


PROP. 16: PUBLIC SAFETY: YES 

Projects don’t include the new Austin 
police headquarters that APD had hoped for 
(a proposal that never moved out of com- 
mittee), or a new Northwest fire station that 
firefighters had wanted, but they do include 
more of a nuts-and-bolts and brick-and- 
mortar plan to help cover the costs of a new 
police substation in Northwest Austin, 
women’s locker room additions to a handful 
of fire stations, and ambulance bay expan- 
sions at three EMS stations. 

PROP. 17: HEALTH AND HUMAN SERVICES: YES 

There’s never enough money to meet the 
demands of health and human services, but 
most every improvement project on the 
HHS list - from the women’s shelter to the 
Austin Animal Center - is evidenced by the 
growing demands placed on the city’s health 
and human services department. 

PROP. 18: LIBRARY, MUSEUM, AND CULTURAL 
ARTS FACILITIES: YES 

This bond measure combines Austin His- 
tory Center and neighborhood library 
improvements with cultural arts, including 
studio funding for city-tenant Austin Film 
Society and the replacement of the time- 
worn Dougherty Arts Center - all worthy 
investments in our view. 

Barton Springs 
Edwards Aquifer 
Conservation District 

PCT. 3, DIRECTOR: NO ENDORSEMENT 
PCT. 4, DIRECTOR: JACK GOODMAN 

Newly drawn district boundaries have 
forced two incumbent directors on the board 
to vie for the same Pet. 4 spot, while a write- 
in candidate is being sought for Pet. 3 (both 
precincts include parts of South and 
Southeast Austin). Alas, we have no imme- 
diate suggestion for the seat with no takers, 
but we wholeheartedly endorse board vet- 
eran Goodman for Pet. 4. We haven’t always 
agreed with him, but we’ve never doubted

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his commitment to protecting Barton 
Springs. His opponents are current Pet. 3 
director Bob Larsen (not to be confused 
with former Council Member Bob Larson) 
and Jerry D. Hering. 

Austin Community College 
Board of Trustees 

PLACE 7, ACC TRUSTEE: BARBARA MINK 

This race pits two excellent candidates 
against each other. Barbara Mink, incum- 
bent and current board chair, has been 
fully engaged with ACC from its founding, 
is professionally and academically commit- 
ted to building community colleges here 
and across the nation, and has a lifelong 
commitment to public service. Brig Mireles 
is a longtime adjunct faculty member who 
helped build and defend the faculty organi- 
zations at ACC, has a personal understand- 
ing of student and college needs, and 
speaks for those new ACC districts under- 
represented on the board. We applaud both 
candidates, but in light of her deep admin- 
istrative experience, we give a slight edge 
to Mink. 

PLACE 9, ACC TRUSTEE: ALLEN KAPLAN 

Three-term incumbent Kaplan has sub- 
stantial experience with the college and has 
served well as a board member. His oppo- 
nent, Daniel J. “DC” Caldwell, is a Texas 
State Guard employee without relevant 
administrative or academic experience. 


Austin Independent School 
District Board of Trustees 

DISTRICT TWO: JAYME MATHIAS 

The residents of Southeast Austin deserve 
a good school board campaign, based upon 
the serious issues that have afflicted educa- 
tion in this area. Unfortunately, they got an 
increasingly bitter and personal fight, as 
incumbent Sam Guzman and challenger 
Jayme Mathias have chosen attacks over 
substance. That said, Guzman’s refusal to 
distance himself from the more scurrilous 
attacks on his opponent have been more 
than just disappointing. Moreover, his reflex- 
ive support for IDEA Public Schools and its 
takeover of Allan Elementary, his dismissal 
of critics, and his pretense that the adminis- 
tration’s only real problem has been poor 
communication, have alienated many in the 
community. Mathias is politically green, and 
may have a difficult learning curve - not 
least in distinguishing true educational allies 
from would-be “reform” advocates - but his 
energy, combined with a willingness to lis- 
ten, should be a major board asset after the 
toxic environment of the campaign. 

DISTRICT THREE: ANN TEICH 

Retired AISD teacher Ann Teich went 
from challenger to presumptive nominee 
earlier this month, when incumbent Chris- 
tine Brister suspended her campaign due to 
illness. Brister remains on the ballot, but 
it’s unlikely she will serve even should she 


win. Moreover, Teich’ s advocacy for true 
community outreach, as well as a deep 
understanding of the complex issues facing 
the increasingly diverse North-Central dis- 
trict, is deeply impressive. She is not, as 
some critics have attempted to paint her, a 
“throw the bums out” candidate, but a con- 
sidered and approachable candidate, who 
seems committed to finding innovative, 
neighborhood-led solutions to AISD’s prob- 
lems. The presence of a teacher on the 
board - especially one with Teich’ s knowl- 
edge of the real struggles in classrooms 
around AISD - is long overdue. 

DISTRICT 5: CHARLIE JACKSON 

Central and West Austin is often 
regarded as the most affluent 
part of the city. This year, it 
is certainly gifted with two 
trustee candidates of the 
highest caliber. This 
may have been the 
toughest decision we 
faced this election sea- 
son, and it’s a narrow 
one. Amber Elenz is a 
highly experienced advo- 
cate for campuses and has 
an understanding of the 
dynamics of the district, and 
we believe she’ll remain a force 
for progress within AISD, on or off the 
board. Charlie Jackson may be newer to 
AISD politics, but he brings a combination 
of business community experience and pro- 


gressive social activism that presents an 
opportunity for increased accountability 
and a new policy emphasis on social justice, 
one that we believe will best suit the cur- 
rent needs of the board. 

AT-LARGE PLACE 8: GINA HINOJOSA 

The departure of Annette LoVoi leaves a 
huge gap, and we believe that Gina Hinojosa 
is by far the better candidate to replace her 
essential voice. The primary purpose of the 
board of trustees is to hold the superinten- 
dent accountable, and Hinojosa’s opponent, 
Mary Ellen Pietruszynski, seems too eager 
to defer to the district’s number one employ- 
ee, rather than provide necessary guid- 
ance . We also believe Pietruszynski’ s 
perspective relies too much on 
top-down, foundation-guided 
planning and funding. 
Hinojosa presents a future 
in which the board actu- 
ally listens to the com- 
munity, rather than writ- 
ing off their opinions. 
AISD has become audi- 
bly afraid of driving away 
middle-class families, but 
Hinojosa also raises the 
concern that it’s the kids 
from poorer communities 
who are really fleeing, either by 
switching to charter schools or dropping 
out. We believe her bottom-up approach 
presents far better options for the 
district’s future. ■

MUNSON A WINE HERO

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Dear Editor, 

It was good to see the article “Wine of the 
Week” [Oct. 12] about Texas native grapes that 
mentioned Munson. It is disappointing that the 
information had to come to you from California. 

T.V. Munson, an educated viticulturist who 
arrived in Texas in April, 1876, spent the rest of 
his life identifying and classifying many native 
grape varieties, as many as 200-300, depending 
upon which author is read. I did not know who 
Munson was until we wondered about the French 
wine-producing areas and found old plaques and 
statues in almost every town square honoring 
this guy (T.V. Munson) from Texas. It was Munson 


who discovered that Texas native root stocks 
were resistant to the grape root disease phyl- 
loxera, which was destroying the wine industry 
in Europe. It was Munson who organized and 
shipped boxcar loads of Texas root stock to 
Europe, saving the industry. 

An article from The Dallas Morning News in 
the late 1970s stated about Munson, “Few 
Americans have heard of Munson, who bred and 
developed more than 200 grape varieties at the 
end of the 19th century. But in Europe where he 
is credited with saving the wine industry, he is a 
hero.” To this day, French wines are grown, and 
grafted, on Texas root stocks. 


“Thus vineyards of the El Paso (or Mission) 
grapes were established in Texas at least 
one hundred years before vineyards appeared 
in California.” At the turn of the last century 
there were more active vineyards in Texas 
(due in large part to the early Spanish mis- 
sions) than there were in California. However, 
all the vineyards, except the Val Verde Winery 
in Del Rio, died out during Prohibition in the 
1930s. Val Verde remained viable by provid- 
ing holy wine to the Catholics in Texas and 
Mexico. Incidentally, the Wiederkehr Wine 
Cellars (est. 1880) in Altus, Ark., made it 
through Prohibition by selling holy wines to 
the nearby Subiaco Abbey Benedictines. 

It is a shame that Texas has not honored T.V. 
Munson more as the father of Texas viticulture. 
We should have a monument to Munson on the 
state Capitol grounds! 


“I had found my grape paradise! Surely, now, I 
thought, this is the place for experimentation with 
grapes.” (T.V. Munson, 1876; from Frank Giordano, 
Texas Wines and Wineries, Texas Monthly Press, 
1984, introduction.)

[Wes Marshall replies: Thank you for your kind 
letter. I appreciate you reading the article. I agree 
that Munson was quite an important figure in saving 
Europe's vineyards. I have had sections on Munson in 
both of my books about Texas wine. I was pleased that 
Mr. Grahm was going to pay attention to these grapes 
that Munson loved so much. Most Texas winemakers 
don't get a chance to try working with any of the 
native grapes because there is insufficient research 
being done in our Texas universities , so they end up

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using hybrid grapes developed in other states. Hopefully 
Grahm will discover something. If you are ever in Denison , 
there is a study program and small museum to Munson 
at Grayson County Community College. It is called the T.V. 
Munson School of Viticulture and Enology. ]

Missing Ann Richards 

New biography recalls the highwater mark of Texas liberalism 


Near the end of his fascinating new biog- 
raphy of the late Texas Gov. Ann Richards, 
Let the People In, author Jan Reid allows 
himself to speculate briefly whether it all 
might have turned out differently - that is, 
if the end of Richards’ administration had 
concluded more like its celebratory 
beginning ... or more simply, if 
her 1994 gubernatorial re- 
election campaign had 
ended with a victory. 

“There were so many 
what-ifs surrounding 
the Texas race in 1994,” 

Reid writes. “What if 
Bush had gotten the job 
as the commissioner of 
Major League Baseball? 

What if he had listened to 
his doubts and decided not 
to run? What if Ann hadn’t 
run? What if she had won?” 

A biographer can’t spend too much 
time wondering about alternative narratives 
- telling the story directly in front of him is 
quite enough - but Reid does insist that, 
despite broader political trends working 
badly against the incumbent Richards, “[t]he 
outcome was not preordained. Ann blew that 
election all on her own.” That may be true; 


even after reading Reid’s copious reconstruc- 
tion of the twists and turns of that campaign, 
I’m not equipped to dispute his judgment. 

What struck me more forcibly, nearly two 
decades later, is how quickly it all went 
away. Not simply that Richards’ governor- 
ship flamed out - Reid calls that sec- 
tion “The Parabola” to invoke the 
meteoric ascent and equally 
^ abrupt descent of her time 
in office. But with her 
went the seemingly 
breathless moment on 
the political stage of 
Austin-centered liberal- 
ism, embodied not only 
in Richards (and the 
remarkable group of peo- 
ple around her, such as 
Reid; his wife, Richards’ 
aide Dorothy Browne; and a 
host of others), but in Land Com- 
missioner Garry Mauro and Ag Com- 
missioner Jim Hightower, and (by somewhat 
strained extension) Attorney General Jim 
Mattox, and Lt. Gov. Bob Bullock. 

In retrospect - after Richards was suc- 
ceeded by George W. Bush, soon pointed 
toward the dynastic national stage - the his- 
torical moment seems ephemeral, a dream 


of a liberal ascendancy (by Texas standards, 
anyway) that abruptly disappeared in the 
harsh Republican light of day. 

Picking Up the Pieces 

What happened? Was it all just Dubya 
and Karl Rove? 

My stretch to include Mattox and Bullock 
suggests some of the alternative tale, as the 
former’s reckless ambition and the latter’s 
megalomania were pretty much bound to blow 
up any attempt to build Democratic coalitions 
that would last beyond one election cycle. And 
the years don’t match up so neatly, either. After 
the 1982 victories of the “Yarborough 
Democrats,” for example, Hightower was gone 
by 1992 (replaced by turncoat Rick Perry, 
remember him?). Bullock outlasted them all, 
although only by turning his back, in policy 
and person, on that brief progressive wave, 
and finally kneeling to the Bush ascendancy. 

The understandable temptation, of 
course, is to find biographical reasons for all

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that misdirection and infighting, and all 
these personalities are dramatic enough to 
paint an Elizabethan version of the out- 
come. Richards and Bullock together 
could be portrayed as mutually ambitious 
Texas royalty, akin in goals and even per- 
sonality but bitterly unable to find any 
way to successfully collaborate. (That 
mostly should be laid at the feet of Bullock, 
who could scarcely bear to be outshone by 
anyone, let alone a woman.) 

Beyond the Capitol, of course, the state- 
wide demographic shifts had more to say 
about the matter than anything these out- 
size actors did - forcing the Republican 
Party, and its many Perry-like party switch- 
ers, to the hard right and, not coinciden- 
tally, the overwhelmingly white. The inter- 
vening years, especially after two cycles of 
ruthless GOP gerrymandering, have only 
served to exaggerate our social and politi- 
cal polarization, hardly confined to Texas. 
(Voters in the recent GOP primaries, 
nationwide, were estimated at 90% white.) 

The Might Have Been 

All this acknowledged, Gov. Richards’ 
hour upon the state and national stage was a 
heady and inspiring one, stretching back to 
those 1982 triumphs, the 1988 Democratic 
National Convention keynote speech, and of 
course the unforgettable January 1991 march 
up Congress Avenue from what is now the 
Ann Richards Bridge. For a good while, 
Richards blew the doors off the Capitol, and 
in Reid’s adopted phrase, “let the people in.” 
That meant African-Americans and 
Hispanics, as well as many previously over- 
looked and excluded women. Whatever else 
has happened in the years since, it is not pos- 
sible to run a Texas campaign or a public 
office without at least paying lip service (and 
hopefully better) to the idea that all the 
people have a right to take part in gover- 
nance. (Mitt Romney’s grudging “women in 
binders” defense marks both how far we’ve 
come and how far we’ve still got to travel.) 

What else had Ann wrought? Reid has a 
good deal to report on the nature of political 
compromise, including the embrace of cap- 
ital punishment over the dismay of many of 
her supporters (no would-be Texas gover- 
nor could do otherwise), and more broadly, 
her necessary reform of the Texas prison 
system from its virtually medieval state - 
which inevitably resulted in the massive 
expansion of that system. Richards rode 
those contradictions like Pecos Bill rode the 
tornado - or perhaps more literally, like the 
Harley she learned to ride late in life. 

Could it have turned out differently? 
Could Richards have figured out a way to 
capture lightning in a bottle a second time, 
overcome her own misgivings (and the 
myriad accumulating failings, duly traced 
by Reid, of her Democratic allies), defeat- 
ed Shrub, and altered forever the course of 
Texas and U.S. history? 

Probably not. But as Hemingway once 
wrote, in quite a different context: Isn’t it 
pretty to think so? ■

Giving Props to Austin 

THERE’S MORE TO THE BONDS THAN MEETS THE JERKY KNEE 


Municipal bond propositions aren’t the sex- 
iest items on the November ballot, but here’s 
hoping city voters will take some time to con- 
sider each of the seven bond questions 
(Props. 12-18) before casting their votes. I’m 
writing about them in this space because 
after reading through various background 
materials and consulting with a few trustwor- 
thy individuals involved in the process, I 
decided, much to my surprise, to vote for the 
entire bond package, which is slightly out of 
character for this girl voter. Maybe I 
just let myself get snookered. Or 
maybe I’m jinxing the deal by 
supporting it, the way a 
Rick Perry endorsement 
becomes the kiss of 
death for a candidate. 

There’s no organized 
opposition to the bonds, 
but local Republican 
groups have come out 
against them, of course, 
and their numbers are not 
to be underestimated this 
election year, even in Austin. 

Their beef lies mainly in the threat 
of increased property taxes. City offi- 
cials have said the bond package’s total 
cost, $385 million, is an amount the city can 
handle without raising property taxes. Of 
course, city officials don’t exactly have a stel- 
lar track record on cost projections. Take the 
Lake Bird Lake boardwalk that voters 
approved in the 2010 bond election, for 
example. Or the recurrent cost overruns of 
Water Treatment Plant No. 4, which voters 
approved way back in 1984 - decades before 
the plant and its politics morphed into a 
completely different beast. 

Although there’s a little something in the 
package to benefit or appeal to almost all 
residents, some advocacy organizations in 
town are only endorsing one or two of the 
propositions rather than jumping on the Love

Austin train - the theme of the campaign try- 
ing to sell the bonds as a package deal. 

SOME BETTER THAN OTHERS 

I don’t favor all of the would-be projects 
listed in the city’s bond election material - 
that’s the bad thing about bundling popular 
items with the less popular. The Parks and 
Recreation proposition, for example (Prop. 
14) includes about $2 million to renovate the 
Barton Springs Bathhouse, an expense I 
believe is extravagant and unneces- 
sary. But the proposal overall 
has plenty of good to out- 
weigh that annoyance. 

From an investment 
standpoint, one of my 
personal favorites is 
Prop. 15, which would 
provide $78.3 million in 
funding for affordable 
housing (reduced from 
the $110 million commu- 
nity leaders had sought in 


order to meet the demand of 
Austin’s booming population of 
homeless individuals, low-income 
families, and elderly homeowners). 
Should voters approve Prop. 15, the money 
would help finance four critical-needs areas: 

• Permanent supportive housing: 

Designed for homeless individuals trapped in 
a cycle of going from the streets, to emergen- 
cy rooms, jail, community court, and back to 
the streets, which ends up costing us about 
$40,000 a year per person. 

• Affordable rental housing: Housing advo- 
cates say 12,000 additional affordable rental 
units are needed by 2020 for low-income 
households earning about $20,000 a year. 

• Home ownership: The American dream is 
becoming more of a necessity as residents 
look for ways to stay in the city without pay- 
ing through the nose for rent. According to 
Habitat for Humanity, “workforce housing,” or 


homeownership opportunities for low-income 
working households, would help stabilize 
neighborhoods and neighborhood schools. 
Austin needs about 13,000 affordable hous- 
ing units to achieve this goal. 

• Home repair: It’s estimated that more 
than 13,200 low-income homeowners, most 
of them elderly, are in need of home repairs 
they can’t afford. To keep seniors safe and in 
their homes, about $3 million will go toward 
repairing and rehabbing these older homes. 

THINGS COULD BE WORSE 

Austin’s bond election is tame, even down- 
right boring, compared to the hijinks and high 
drama playing out in El Paso, where city 
leaders hope to God that voters approve a 
two-cent increase in hotel bed taxes to pay for 
a Triple-A baseball stadium. Voters weren’t 
given the opportunity to decide whether or 
not they wanted to demolish their city hall 
and replace it with a baseball stadium - the 
City Council made that decision for them last 
month. A former mayor has filed a lawsuit 
seeking an injunction against the demolition. 
It happens that Austin lawyer Bill Aleshire is 
also in the thick of it, on behalf of two El 
Paso attorneys who smelled a rat and asked 
him to join the fight. He’s filed a criminal 
complaint against the city manager, plus open 
records requests seeking emails between 
city officials and two El Paso high-rollers - 
Paul Foster and Woody Hunt - who recently 
finalized the purchase of the Tucson Padres 
to bring them to El Paso; now all they need is 
a stadium ... right on the site where the city 
hall and a science museum happen to stand, 
but not for long, apparently. 

On Election Day, I’ll be closely following the 
vote returns on Austin bond props, and I’ll be 
thanking my lucky stars that I live here, and 
not in my crazy, corrupt, much beloved home- 
town of El Paso.

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We’re All About the ... Kids! 


Who doesn’t want good schools in the Austin Independent 
School District, and good AISD board members? That’s 
what Austin Kids First says it wants. But the new PAC 
faces questions of what it means by “good schools,” and 
whether it’s a true organic expression of support for public 
education or thinly disguised pro-reform Astroturf. 

Since it’s the new kid on the AISD block, even seasoned 
education watchers have little idea what Austin Kids First 
is all about. Co-founder Sean Flammer, an Austin-based 
attorney, explained, “A bunch of Austin citizens got togeth- 
er and said, We really want to be more active in AISD.’” The 
organization filed the paperwork with the state in July to 
become a PAC, and issued endorsements in the current 
trustee races (Sam Guzman, Amber Elenz, Mary Ellen Piet- 
ruszynski), but he argues that the group does not have any 
hard and fast policies. “We’re not pro-this or anti-that,” he 
said, noting that the group’s 100 members are divided on 
issues like AISD’s in-district charter, IDEA Allan. “The only 
thing we’re pro is kids. So we believe that when school 
board members make decisions, the only thing they should 
ask themselves is what is best for kids.” 

Education Austin President Ken Zarifis would like a 
little more detail on AKF’s call for good schools. He said, 
“Everyone wants every one of their core beliefs, but what 
do their core beliefs mean?” He has spoken to members of 
the group and is still baffled as to what their final goal is. 
He said, “They have people like Sean who are super pro- 
charter, pro-this, pro-that, but then you’ve got some that 
say, Well, I’m not pro-this at all.’” 

For many, the first time they heard of the group was 
when they quietly dropped out of an Oct. 10 AISD trustee 
candidate forum held by the Greater Austin Hispanic 
Chamber of Commerce, Capital City African American 
Chamber of Commerce, and Greater Austin Chamber of 
Commerce in the AISD board room and broadcast via 
AISD’s own TV channel. Flammer explained that the dis- 
trict had a policy barring endorsing groups from using their 
facilities, so Austin Kids First agreed to withdraw. 

So how did this new entity get invited to join Austin’s 
three biggest chambers of commerce in a candidate forum 
in the first place? Drew Scheberle, GACC senior vice presi- 
dent of education and talent development, said he was 
contacted by Flammer earlier in the year about the PAC 
and invited it to take part in the forum. He noted that he

had extended similar invitations to the Austin Council of 
PTAs and the League of Women Voters, but they couldn’t 
sort out the details in time. 

However, both the PTA council and the LWV are long- 
standing entities with clear policies; Austin Kids First is new 
- and steadfast on not 
clarifying any positions. 

The group has already 
become sensitive to any 
suggestion that it is an 
Astroturf front for the 
pro -charter, pro -vouch- 
er reform movement. 

On its website’s FAQ, 
the group announces 
pointedly that it is not 
connected to Stand for 
Children, Children 
First, IDEA Public 
Schools, Teach for 
America, AISD Central 
Office, or any charter- 
school group. But there 
is a connection with 
another PAC that sud- 
denly popped up, the 
similarly named Dallas 
Kids First. Flammer 
said he was inspired by 
that group, which flexed 
its new muscle in this 
year’s Dallas ISD elec- 
tions. However, it seems 
he took more than just 
some inspiration: The 
websites for the two 
organizations are virtually identical, from the bullet points 
about what makes a good trustee, to the design of the pull- 
down menus, and even the logo - a child’s hand against an 
orange star. Flammer called those similarities “pretty much 
the extent of our connection to them.” Yet Austin Kids First 
Treasurer Ben Maddox is also the registered lobbyist for 
Dallas Kids First. Zarifis said, “The idea that these two enti- 
ties cropped up separately doesn’t fly.”

But 
he’s already made some 
powerful friends at 
Austin Kids First: 
Scheberle’s predeces- 
sor, former GACC VP of 
Governmental Rela- 
tions and Education 
Sandy Dochen, and for- 
mer chamber president 
John Blazier have both 
joined the PAC 
(although both simply 
describe themselves as 
“community leaders.”) 
There’s also a deep 
connection to Teach for 
America, the contro- 
versial program that 
sends college grads into 
classrooms for two-year stints. Flammer and Maddox are 
both TFA veterans, as is Dallas Kids First’s other lobbyist, 
Candice DePrang. She is also a former policy analyst to the 
Senate Education Committee under pro -charter, pro -high 
stakes testing chair Sen. Florence Shapiro, R-Plano. Zarifis 
said, “You have people in the chamber, you have attorneys, 
you’ve got legislative people, so this is a pretty deep net- 
work in just a couple of months.” - Richard Whittaker

Race to the Board: Fundraising 


In the race to replace Annette LoVoi 
on the AISD board of trustees, when it 
comes to fundraising, Sooch Foundation 
Executive Director Mary Ellen 
Pietruszynski is outdistancing civil 
rights attorney Gina Hinojosa. But over 
80% of Pietruszynski’s contributions 
came from just three individual donors in 
the tech community. 

AISD released the latest campaign 
finance filings by trustee candidates on 
Oct. 11, covering the three months from 
July 1 to Sept. 27. In the hotly contested 
at-large place 8 race, Pietruszynski raised 
$50,753 to Hinojosa’s $36,813. The larg- 
est single slab of cash in Pietruszynski’s 
war chest comes from her boss at the 
Sooch Foundation, Nav Sooch ($6,500), 
and his business partner David Welland 
($25,000); the co-founders of Silicon Labs 


have provided over 62% of her total fund- 
raising. The third big IT donor is Neil 
Webber, co-founder of dot-com success 
story Vignette, who gave $9,550. 

To put those figures into context, the 
maximum contribution in a city of Austin 
election is $350. In a federal election, it’s 
only $2,500. However, as in statewide and 
legislative elected offices in Texas, there 
is no limit on campaign contributions in an 
AISD election. Normally, there’s been no 
need to talk about limits because the 
campaigns are so low-profile that cash 
has rarely been a factor. 

However, the second-biggest player 
this year - after Welland - is the 
Education Austin PAC, which is linked 
to the teachers union, and divided 
$25,000 between the four candidates it 
endorsed: $10,000 for Hinojosa, $5,000 


each for Jayme Mathias, Charlie 
Jackson, and Ann Teich. 

Teich may not need that money after all: 
The District 3 candidate is now effectively 
unopposed after incumbent Christine Bris- 
ter announced on Oct. 10 that she is sus- 
pending her campaign for medical reasons. 
Brister remains on the ballot as she missed 
the deadline to withdraw, but it seems 
unlikely she’ll serve even if she wins. With 
a $16,915 three-month haul, Mathias leads 
incumbent Sam Guzman, who only pulled 
in $4,405. However, Jackson trails in 
District 5 behind former AISD Council of 
PTA’s president Amber Elenz: She raised 
$13,570 - including $1,000 from Lance 
Armstrong - while Jackson’s late-starting 
campaign collected only $6,166, mostly 
from that one-off Education Austin donation.

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WTP4: Running on Overruns? 


The central conversation surrounding 
Water Treatment Plant No. 4 is no longer 
about environmental damage. Or siting. Or 
whether we actually need the thing. Or the 
environmental protections we’d like to see 
put in place to protect what lives, grows, 
and flows around it. Or the angst felt by 
neighborhoods affected by years of con- 
struction. At least, not for the most part. On 
Wednesday, the city’s Water and Wastewater 
Commission found out that it is going to 
take another $15 million - or, at least anoth- 
er $15 million worth of construction autho- 
rizations - to put the long-running political 
nightmare that is WTP4 to bed. 


So now the conversation is about cost 
overruns. 

And with there being plenty of outstand- 
ing questions for all parties involved, it will 
probably be a volatile one. 

Austin Water Director Greg Meszaros 
broke the news to water commissioners. 
Meszaros still wasn’t ready to say that the 
utility would need all of the authorization. 
But he was clear about the nature of things. 
“In the end, I think [the cost is] going to be 
$366 million. Clearly we are over budget; the 
bids came in higher than expected,” he said. 
But the commissioners, unmoved by 
Meszaros’ request, declined to endorse the 


approval of the new funding (the vote was 3-1 
against, insufficient for an official commis- 
sion action, which requires 4 votes). If City 
Council members follow suit when the issue 
comes before them in the coming weeks, 
there could be trouble. Said Meszaros about 
the money available to complete the project: 
“We’re hitting our head against the ceiling.” 
The chances are that the utility will get 
the money. By appearances, the question 
might be “What’s another $15 million on top 
of $359 million?” - the estimated cost of the 
project at its start - but that’s not quite accu- 
rate. For starters, the utility still believes it 
can bring the project in at slightly less than 


the $375 million it’s asking for. Maybe, says 
Meszaros, it won’t cost more than $366 mil- 
lion - just 2% more than the initial projec- 
tion. There is also the fact that council mem- 
bers, in voting to continue the project even 
after the election of Kathie Tovo, signaled 
their collective belief that - even if they 
weren’t all quite convinced that the project 
was necessary - it was at least too far gone to 
stop. The plant is now roughly 95% commit- 
ted to contracts, and about half completed. 

Still, you can bet there will be requests for 
pounds of flesh. Meszaros has maintained 
that, despite the utility’s need for additional 
funds, the project wasn’t quite over budget 
- that is, on paper, it’s over the projected 
construction budget, but once money held 
in reserve for contingencies had been freed 
up by the completion of various portions of 
the project, the effort would cost only 1% to 
2% more than projected. Council members 
have been skeptical of that - and it turns out 
they were right. This is the sort of thing that 
is almost sure to bring a troubled line of 
questioning from any one of the four mem- 
bers - Tovo, Laura Morrison, Chris Riley, 
and Bill Spelman - who have raised ques- 
tions about the project in the past. 

There may also be questions for city man- 
agement. It seems, from a line of emails 
uncovered by In Fact Daily, that city brass - 
specifically Assistant City Managers Rudy 
Garza and Robert Goode - knew about the 
potential of a cost overrun as far back as 
December 2011. As Spelman wondered to In 
Fact, if Garza and Goode knew about the issue, 
“then why the devil didn’t the city manager?” 

Contractors MWH are also in line for a 
grilling. When the city signed a “construc- 
tion manager-at-risk” deal with the compa- 
ny, many believed that the “at risk” portion 
of the deal would protect the city from cost 
overruns. It didn’t. Council members will 
surely want to figure out where the blame 
lies for that one. 

Spelman, Morrison, Tovo, and Mayor Pro 
Tern Sheryl Cole will have the opportunity 
to ask whatever questions they may have 
when the matter goes before the Council’s 
Audit and Finance subcommittee in late 
October. From there, any request for addi- 
tional funding would have to go before the 
full body for a vote - and, undoubtedly, 
more questions. - Mike Kanin

Halloween Horrors 

The emotional high point of today’s 
(Thursday’s) City Council meeting is likely to 
be the first 5:30pm proclamation: a memori- 
al Distinguished Service award to the family 
members of Austin Police Department officer 
Jaime Padron, slain last April in the line of 
duty. The proclamations (following live music, 
this week Waldo Wittenmyer) break council 
meetings at the evening hour, and while 
always enthusiastic, are often of particular 
interest only to recipients and their immedi- 
ate family and colleagues. Not so for Padron, 
who directly gave his life to save others - 
expect a big and heartfelt turnout. 

Elsewhere on the agenda, there will 
undoubtedly be other emotions. It’s October, 
when all the horror movies hit the screens, 
and this week’s feature is The Unholy 
Return of the Short-Term Rentals 
Ordinance. (Just when you thought it was 
safe to go out in the neighborhood.) The 
ordinance took effect Oct. 1, but nobody 
seems to understand it. It’s more expensive 
than anyone realized it would be, and less 
than two dozen of the hundreds of STR own- 
ers have registered their rentals. There are 
two agenda items on STRs: a staff proposal 
(Item 28) to cut the notification fee (along 
with related requirements) from the standard 
$241 to $50, and a more far-reaching reso- 
lution (69), from Bill Spelman, Chris Riley, 
and Mike Martinez, that would direct the 
city manager to review the original ordinance 
as to the fees, registration procedures, and 
other requirements, and bring back a propos- 
al within 120 days. In other words, back to 
the drawing board. Wryly describing the new 
ordinance as “the gift that keeps on giving,” 
city planning staffer Jerry Rusthoven said 
the notification fee change can be done 
readily, but the other proposed changes - 
and their potential effects - will take some 
time to review. 

In other business, the morning briefings 
feature a Strategic Facilities Assessment, 

for all you facilities wonks in the audience, 
and - for the by now nearly breathless gear- 
heads - a Formula One update (hopefully 
complete with escape instructions). Also on 
the agenda (Item 91): a new planned unit 
development on Lady Bird Lake, known as 
the Broadstone on the Lake PUD. 

On a lighter and potentially more generally 
pleasing note, the morning promises the 



announcement of the winner of the four-team 
design competition for the Waller Creek 
redevelopment - council can concur with the 
choice of the competition jury or make its 
own choice (the latter much more melodra- 
matic, of course), but on paper, all the 
designs are pretty impressive. 

DONE DEALS 

Last week, Council voted 4-3 to scrap the 
sale of a small city-owned parcel at 64 
Rainey Street, a victory for supporters of the 
neighboring Mexican American Cultural 
Center. Instead, council directed staff to 
develop plans for incorporating the property 
into the MACC’s master plan. (Mayor Pro 
Tern Sheryl Cole along with Chris Riley 
and Bill Spelman lost 4-3 on a counter pro- 
posal to sell the property for the highest 
price option - $1.2 million - and to dedicate 
$200,000 to fund priorities outlined in the 
Hispanic quality-of-life study.) Hispanic lead- 
ers argued that the proposed commercial 
parking structure would obscure the sight 
lines of the MACC, the last remnant of the 
Hispanic community’s place in the historic 
Rainey Street neighborhood. 

Council also unanimously rejected a legal 
settlement that would have withdrawn opposi- 
tion to a developer’s request for a state per- 
mit to spray treated sewage over the Edwards 
Aquifer. Jeremiah Ventures wants to build a 
1,500-home residential community on a 600- 
acre site in Hays County and applied for a 
wastewater permit in 2008, prompting the 
city and other jurisdictions to file 
objections with the Texas Com- 
mission on Environmental Qual- 
ity. (The city owns adjacent water- 
shed protection lands.) Developers 
have since reached agreements 
with the other public entities and 
had hoped for the same with the 
city before a November TCEQ hear- 
ing. (See “Then There’s This,” Oct. 
12 and Sept. 28.)

Greater Austin can make a big 
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Two More in Line for Death Penalty 


Anthony Cardell Haynes 

Anthony Haynes claimed he didn’t know 
that Kent Kincaid was a Houston police 
sergeant when he shot him in the head back 
in 1998. Kincaid was off-duty and driving 
his personal vehicle when Haynes drove by; 
something cracked Kincaid’s windshield, 
and he reportedly thought Haynes had 
thrown something at him. He followed 
Haynes, and when the 19-year-old stopped 
his car, Kincaid approached him. Kincaid 
said he was a police officer, but Haynes later 
said he didn’t know whether to believe him. 
When Kincaid reached behind his back, 
presumably for a badge, Haynes pulled out 
a .25-caliber gun and shot him. 

Haynes blamed the tragedy in part on 
drugs and falling in with a bad crowd of 
people who reportedly made a game out of 
shooting at the windshields of passing cars 
and then robbing the drivers after they 
stopped. As it happened, the crack in 
Kincaid’s windshield was made by a bullet. 
Jurors in Haynes’ case deliberated for three 
days before sentencing the teen to death. 

That sentence was overturned, however, 
after the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
agreed with Haynes’ defense that an unusu- 
al jury-selection setup in Haynes’ case had 
denied his right to equal protection under 
law. Indeed, two different judges presided 
over Haynes’ jury selection; one heard pros- 
ecutors interview individual jurors, and a 
second heard the lawyers’ arguments for 


striking from service the potential jurors. 
As it turned out, the state used its power to 
strike all but one of the black potential 
jurors, arguing that it was not their race 
that excluded them (which would be ille- 
gal), but their “demeanor.” But Haynes’ 
appeal attorney argued that the judge who 
allowed those strikes had not actually wit- 
nessed the jurors’ questioning and thus 
could not actually have seen whether their 
demeanor would be a basis on which to 
have them struck. The U.S. Supreme Court 
ultimately disagreed with the 5th Circuit, 
ruling that there was no rule that would 
require a judge to “personally observe” the 
juror questioning when deciding whether a 
juror is lawfully struck from service. 

Haynes is scheduled for execution today, 
Oct. 18. 

Bobby Lee Hines 

Bobby Lee Hines was also just 19 when 
he was sentenced to death for the robbery 
and strangling of 26-year-old Michelle 
Haupt in her Dallas apartment. Now, 20 
years later, he’s scheduled to die for that 
crime on Oct. 24. But his attorney, Lydia 
Brandt, argues that Hines’ execution 
should, once again, be stayed while the 
courts consider whether his lawyers have 
done enough to save his life. 

Hines was convicted of the 1991 murder 
of Haupt, who was stabbed repeatedly with 
an ice pick and strangled with a cord inside 


her apartment. Hines had been staying next 
door with the apartment complex’s mainte- 
nance man. Police found items from Haupt’ s 
apartment, including packs of cigarettes 
and a bowl of pennies, under a couch where 
Hines had been sleeping. 

Hines’ first date with death 
was stayed in 2003, while the 
courts considered a claim that he 
was mentally retarded and thus 
ineligible for execution. Although 
Hines had a diagnosed learning 
disability and was considered 
emotionally disturbed, the courts 
ruled that he didn’t meet the cri- 
teria for relief. His execution 
date was reset for June 2012, but 
was stayed again so that further DNA test- 
ing could be performed. The DNA evidence 
confirmed Hines’ guilt and once again his 
execution was back on. 

Now, Brandt is again seeking a stay, argu- 
ing that Hines’ case has been plagued by 


Let us now assess the state of the free 
press in this land of ... well, of press free- 
dom. The assessment? Pathetic. Not 
because of some government clampdown, 
but because of increasing press pusillanimity. 

The latest decline in hard-nosed, investiga- 
tive reporting is something called “quote 
approval.” It began with PR flacks for public 
officials and political candidates demanding 
that reporters agree - as the price of being 
granted an interview - to submit 
any quotes they intend to use 
from the interview to the intervie- 
wee’s staff for approval. Thus, 
when Mr. Big blurts out some- 
thing shocking, stupid, or actually 
newsworthy, Mr. Big’s staff of 
bowdlerizers can tidy it up or 
even erase it: Zzzzzzzztt, it’s 
gone, as though it was never uttered. 

It’s not surprising that today’s media-sensi- 
tive political figures (including Barack 
Obama and Mitt Romney) would demand 
this extraordinary editorial control over what 


ineffective assistance of counsel. Brandt’s 
latest appeal, filed Oct. 10 with the Court of 
Criminal Appeals, argues that none of 
Hines’ defense attorneys ever investigated 
his background for mitigating evidence that 
could have swayed a jury to 
sentence him to life in prison. 
Hines had a “nightmarish” 
childhood that featured chron- 
ic abuse by his racist, alcoholic 
father, and later by foster par- 
ents, and was profoundly 
affected by his mother’s deci- 
sion to abandon him as a young 
child. But the jury never heard 
anything of Hines’ troubled 
background. The question now 
before the CCA is whether the prior coun- 
sel’s failings can create an avenue for recon- 
sidering Hines’ punishment. Brandt believes 
it should: “Rmdamental rules of equity will 
not suffer a right to be without a remedy,” 
reads the appeal. - Jordan Smith 


comes out of their own mouths. But it’s utter- 
ly despicable that media bosses and report- 
ers have so gutlessly caved in to the 
demand. It reduces reporters from hard- 
nosed diggers to brown-nosed beggars, and it 
makes a mockery of our democracy’s need 
for a free press. Yet, many of America’s major 
publications have meekly surrendered their 
reporters’ freedom to this restraint. 

And now, corporate executives have real- 
ized that - hey, we can emascu- 
late the press, too. Wall Street 
barons, Silicon Valley hotshots, 
and even the bosses of media 
conglomerates are demanding 
(and getting) quote approval for 
stories about their operations. 

The media columnist for The 
New York Times admits that 
he’s also succumbed to these demands: “If 
it’s [a quote] I feel I absolutely need,” he 
recently wrote, “I start negotiating.” Never 
mind that it’s his independence and journalis- 
tic integrity he’s bargaining away.

The News desk provides a cheat sheet for overwhelmed 
November voters

Travis County Clerk Dana DeBeauvoir is recommending voters bring notes along Nov. 6, as we will be wading through 
a longer-than-usual ballot on our e-slate readers. The county’s sample ballot, available on the county’s election website 
(www.traviscountyclerk.org/ eclerk/Content.do?code=E.3) is especially daunting - but remember, you’ll only see the races included in 
your particular precinct. That will be lengthy enough - so the News staff is hereby doing its best to provide you with a 
handy “voters’ guide” to the races - from national to extremely local - that are most likely to turn up on your e-slate on 
Election Day. (This cheat sheet focuses on useful voter information; for specific Chronicle endorsements in contested races 
and on ballot propositions, please see our endorsements p.6.)

► FEDERAL & STATE 

© PRESIDENT: No doubt you’re aware 
of Barack Obama and Mitt Romney; Gary 
Johnson (L) and Jill Stein (G) have less 
visibility, plus there are seven state-certi- 
fied write-in candidates; see “Point 
Austin,” Oct. 12, for more info on those. 



U.S. SENATE: GOP Tea Partier Ted Cruz 
is a heavy favorite over stalwart former 
state Dem House member Paul Sadler; 
also on the ballot are Dallas cafe owner 
John Jay Myers (L) and Houston peace 
and justice activist David B. Collins (G). 

U.S. HOUSE : You will see one of five 
races on your Travis County ballot: 
Districts 10, 17, 21, 25, and 35 are the 
fruits of GOP-dominated redistricting at 
the Legislature, and in four of the five, 
the GOP candidates are a virtual lock. 

HD 35 (which we now share with San 
Antonio) is the only race with a favored 
Democrat: Incumbent Rep. Lloyd Doggett 
faces former San Marcos mayor Susan 
Narvaiz (R), plus retired IRS employee 
Ross Lynn Leone (L), who advocates the 
abolition of the IRS, and San Antonio 
Green Party activist Meghan Owen. 

RAILROAD COMMISSION : There are 

two RRC (that is, energy regulation) 
seats on the ballot, both certain to be 
won by Republicans: The first features 
former House Speaker Tom Craddick’s 
daughter Christi, an energy industry attor- 
ney; the other (to complete an unexpired 
term) features Gov. Perry appointee and 
Commission Chair Barry Smitherman (no 
Democrat even filed for this seat). 


► JUDICIAL 

THE TEXAS 
SUPREME COURT 

is dominated by conservative 
Republicans, and in three races, 
only one Dem filed: progressive 
Bexar County lawyer Michele 
Petty (Place 6, vs. incumbent 
Nathan Hecht); there are 
Libertarians in each race, and 
Greens in two of them. 

© COURT OF 
CRIMINAL APPEALS: 

The most important statewide 
race this year is for presiding 
judge of the CCA (criminal 
appeals, including capital cases): 
GOP incumbent Sharon Keller 
faces Austin Dem criminal 
defense attorney Keith Hampton; 
Keller (notorious for her refusal 
to accept a death row appeal 
after 5pm “closing time”) has 
faced ethics inquiries and fines, 
and essentially has neither cam- 
paigned nor visited editorial 
boards - including her hometown 
paper, The Dallas Morning News, 
which (along with bipartisan for- 
mer judges, State Bar presi- 
dents, and the State Bar poll) 
endorsed Hampton. 

In two other CCA races, there’s 
just a Republican and a Libertarian. 


© THIRD COURT OF APPEALS: 

This is the most important local 
court in Texas, thanks to its state- 
wide impact via state agency cases. 
It covers 24 counties, with a Travis 
County plurality but not controlling 
majority. There are currently four 
GOP and two Dem justices, with 
Republican Melissa Goodwin and 
Democratic Chief Justice Woodie 
Jones not up for reelection. 

> Place 2: Incumbent, former deputy 
assistant AG, and Perry appointee 
Jeff Rose (R) faces current 
Associate District Judge Andrew 
Hathcock (D). 

> Place 3: Six-year incumbent Diane 
Henson (D) faces Scott Field (R), 
who heads the Field Law Firm, and 
promises “constitutional” rulings.

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A Big Picture 
and a Long Game 


It’s like Alice watching the Queen of 
Hearts play cards and croquet: “Three times 
so far this year, the Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
the regional war-fighting commanders have 
assembled at [Marine Corps Base Quantico, 
Va.], where a giant map of the world, larger 
than a basketball court, was laid out on the 
ground. ... The generals and admirals 
walked the world and worked their way 
through a series of potential national secu- 
rity crises. ... ‘Strategic seminar’ is the 
name Gen. Martin E. Dempsey, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, has chosen for 
these daylong sessions” ( The New York 
Times online, Sept. 12). 

Let’s walk this immense map. We’ll stroll 
roughly 5,500 miles from the Strait of 
Gibraltar eastward to the Afghan-Pakistani 
border. Then let’s amble another 7,000 miles 
from Kazakhstan in Asia to Angola in Africa. 
In the area we’ve walked, alliances overlap 
and contradict one another - and are fur- 
ther complicated by trade routes, oil fields, 
rebels, pirates, and terrorists - and the 
United States has positioned itself in such a 
way that its chain can be yanked from 
almost any direction. 

Focus on oil. According to the U.S. Energy 
Information Administration (www.eia.gov), in 


2011, 69% of U.S. oil originated in five coun- 
tries, listed by volume: Canada, Saudi 
Arabia, Mexico, Venezuela, and Nigeria. Of 
the next 10 largest sources, six are in the 
area we’ve walked: three in the Persian Gulf 
- Iraq, Kuwait, and Oman; three in Africa - 
Angola, Algeria, and Chad. 

Imagine some general scenarios: A desta- 
bilized TUnisia impacts bordering Algeria. A 
destabilized Libya impacts bordering Algeria 
and Chad. Chad, destabilized by a destabi- 
lized Libya, in turn destabilizes Nigeria. 

Move west from Africa. A destabilized 
Yemen impacts neighboring Saudi Arabia and 
Oman. A belligerent Iran impacts Iraq, Kuwait, 
Saudi Arabia, and Oman. 

Draw lines of possible crises this way and 
that, and the generals, admirals, and war com- 
manders walking the big map must be bump- 
ing into one another with alarming frequency 
any way they turn. All for imported oil. 

Oil dependence has put the United States 
in a strategically vulnerable and ultimately 
untenable position. There’s no way we can 
cover all that turf indefinitely. We’ve neither 
the money nor the manpower. 

One issue is clear: The cessation of our 
participation in Iraq and Afghanistan won’t 
affect the overall situation. 


“Large numbers of MRAPs [armored 
troop carriers] ... in Iraq and Afghanistan 
[will be] stored in Italy, where they could be 
transported for contingencies across Africa” 
( The New York Times online, July 27). 
“Contingencies” is a neutral word for war. 

In 2008, President George W. Bush autho- 
rized “the newest regional headquarters, 
Africa Command” ( The New York Times, 
Oct. 5, 2008, p.8). “Africom” is based in 
Stuttgart, Germany, “owing to local 
[African] sensitivities.” Its commander, 
Gen. William E. Ward, “rejected criticisms 
that Africa Command would result in a 
militarization of foreign policy, and he said 
it was specifically structured for coopera- 
tive efforts,” though he didn’t define what 
that meant. 

Whatever it meant, President Obama has 
appointed a new commander. Gen. David 
M. Rodriguez is an officer of “extensive 
combat experience. ... [He] served two tours 
in Iraq and two tours in Afghanistan . . . and 
later [was] deputy commander of allied 
forces there with responsibility for day-to- 
day management of the war. . . . [Rodriguez] 
was one of the architects” of Obama’s 
Afghan surge ( The New York Times online, 
Sept. 19). 

Sounds like the Pentagon and the White 
House anticipate action in Africa. 

The July 27 report cited 
above added that “MRAPs 
would be sent to warehous 
es in the western Pacific” 
and “significant num- 
bers are stored in 
Southwest Asia.” 

The U.S. is building a 
base in Darwin, on the 
northwest tip of Australia, 

“as a new center of opera- 
tions in Asia as it seeks to . . . 
grapple with China’s rise : 

( The New York Times, Nov. 15, 

2011, p.6). 

Recently, Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton and Secretary of Defense 
Leon E. Panetta crisscrossed the western 
Pacific from China to New Zealand assuring 
everybody that we’re not trying to “contain” 
China; we’re merely, in Panetta’s words, 
continuing “to be what we have been now 
for seven decades: the pivotal military 
power in the Asia-Pacific region” ( The New 
York Times online, Sept. 13). 

But something is true today that has not 
been true for most of those seven decades. 
According to the Central Intelligence 
Agency (www.cia.gov), China is the No. 1 trad- 
ing partner of Australia, Japan, South 
Korea, Malaysia, the Philippines, the 
Solomon Islands, Taiwan, and Thailand. 
And China is a major commercial player 
with everybody else in the region. 

We’re defending these Pacific countries 
against their major trading partner? 

‘“What worries us is having to choose 
[between the U.S. and China] - we don’t 
want to be in that position,’ said the foreign 
minister of Indonesia” ( The New York Times 
online, June 1). You bet they don’t. 



China, Japan, and others are jockeying 
for some seemingly worthless (even unin- 
habited) islands in the South and East 
China seas. 

“Quarrels over these hunks of volcanic 
rock wouldn’t matter much except that China, 
Vietnam, and the Philippines are running 
into one another in the race for oil” ( The New 
York Times, Nov. 13, 2011, p.SR4). It’s about 
offshore drilling, that report says. “The South 
China Sea alone is estimated to have 61 bil- 
lion barrels of petroleum - oil and gas - plus 
54 billion yet to be discovered.” Oil again. 

In the long game, who wins influence 
over the area? The United States or China? 
Put it another way: Who wins? The deplet- 
ed, financially struggling, politically dead- 
locked nation many thousands of miles 
away or the money- and manpower-rich ris- 
ing nation playing in its own pool? (After 
all, the disputed areas are called the South 
and East China Seas.) 

Again, the U.S. is setting itself up in a 
strategically untenable position. 

Navy Secretary Ray Mabus said, “We buy 
too much fossil fuels from potentially or 
actually volatile places on earth” ( NPR 
online, Sept. 26, 2011). 

But the unexpected always happens, and 
that NPR report reveals something most 
unexpected: Of all U.S. federal 
institutions, the Navy and Air 
Force lead in seeking a non- 
violent, eco-friendly path 
out of America’s strategic 
morass. They “have been 
busy testing their air- 
craft ... on jet biofuel. ... 
[T]he Navy has launched 
a project to invest up to 
half a billion dollars in 
biofuel refineries. Mabus 
says he is committed to 
getting 50 percent of the 
Navy’s fuel for aircraft and sur- 
face ships from renewable sources 
by 2020 because dependence on foreign 
oil makes the U.S. military vulnerable.” 

Predictably, “the biofuel program has 
struck a nerve among Republicans,” who 
are trying to limit military biofuel use by 
law ( The New York Times online, Aug. 27). 
Their Big Oil donors know that if a military 
market makes biofuels cheap, then 
America’s airlines, railways, and truckers 
will want it too, and other oil-dependent 
nations will follow our lead. 

Mostly for the sake of oil, the Obama 
administration’s strategies extend U.S. mil- 
itary reach beyond practical limits - limits 
that Mitt Romney, if elected, plans to strain 
still further. But the military has come up 
with an elegant solution: Strategically and 
environmentally, a U.S. military powered 
by biofuels could be a 21st century game- 
changer that ends the oil wars and drains 
Big Oil’s political dominance. 

That is a real possibility. It is also possible 
that, walking a map bigger than a basket- 
ball court, our commanders will bump into 
one another indefinitely, attempting to 
defend an indefensible strategy. ■

Dances Made to Order 

GET OUT THE VOTE: AN ONLINE DANCE-FILM 
FESTIVAL ON THEMES CHOSEN BY YOU 


‘Final Farewells’ 


The word “choreographer” evokes a 
pensive, intense presence, a figure 
with his or her back to the mirrors, 
facing a studio full of dancers and 
attempting to bridge a gap between a 
Big Idea and the reality of the danc- 
ers’ bodies and minds, music, space,

and the limitations present therein. 
With methods that range from the 
cerebral to the introspective to the 
jazz-hands flamboyant, choreographers 
respond to high-order concepts often 
dictated by - or at least developed in 
collaboration with - producers, boards 
of directors, or commissioners. 

This is one reason why Kingsley 
Irons, founder of the Los Angeles- 
based project Dances Made to Order, 
believes that “concert dance has 
lost touch with our audience.” To 
rebuild the connection, Irons asks 
audience members to vote on the 
themes that drive the works in each 
city-specific edition of her online 
dance-film festival. After an eight-day 
voting period, three choreographers - 
a curator chosen by Irons, plus two 
choreographers picked by the curator 
- have two weeks to make their films 
before they premiere online. For the 
Austin edition, curator Ellen Bartel, 
who has her own impressive record 
of dance-community building, chose 
to show her film alongside those of 
Katherine Hodges, who regularly 
includes film work in shows produced 
by her company, Ready|Set|Go!, and 
Kathy Dunn Hamrick, known for her 
longevity and healthy following in 
the Austin dancescape. 



But don’t let the idea of voting con- 
fuse you: The project is not a compe- 
tition. “That is so tacky,” says Irons, 
whose interest lies not in pegging 
choreographers against each other 
but in illuminating the diverse ways in 
which choreographers respond to the 
same themes. Films from other cities 
have also illuminated geographic and 
cultural bonds that underlie radically 
different work. So, is there an 
“Austin” style of dance? How much is 
that style a response to the collective 
preferences of the local audience? 
Answers to these questions require a 
large sample of voters, so be sure to 
sign up and vote online before voting 
closes on Oct. 25. Once signed up, 
you can also purchase a one-month 
or annual pass ($10 or $50, with 
65% going to the choreographers) to 
view the films, which premiere on 
Nov. 14 - and which, by the way, you 
can watch in your pajamas.

THE LAST WORKS FROM THE ESTATE OF 
MASTER SCULPTOR CHARLES UMLAUF 
GO UP FOR SALE 

Just as our city’s first great 
sculptor, Elisabet Ney, had her 
Formosa, midcentury master 
Charles Umlauf had his home 
and studio - like it, a space 
carved from Austin’s natural 
beauty where this artist fash- 
ioned so many of the richly 
expressive and human sculp- 
tures for which he is remem- 
bered. Also like Ney’s, Umlauf’s 
home and studio belong to the 
city of Austin, though it has 
never become the visual art center that Charles dreamt of 
when he and his wife Angeline made a gift of the property to 
the city in 1985. (It was land down the hill from the home that 
was developed into the Umlauf Sculpture Garden and Museum 
in 1991.) Scores of artworks remained in the home following 
Charles Umlauf’s death in 1994, with more than 100 of them 
released for sale by the family in 2008. Now, with the passing 
of Angeline this past June, the family has decided to remove all 
the remaining works - many of which have never left the Umlauf 
property - and offer them to the public for purchase. 

Russell Collection Fine Art Gallery, which is the sole represen- 
tative of the Umlauf estate, will be displaying these works as it 
presents them for sale over the next three weeks. “Final 
Farewells,” as the exhibit is titled, includes paintings and draw- 
ings as well as sculpture, with work in marble, limestone, and 
bronze, ranging in size from nine inches to eight feet. Even if you 
aren’t a prospective buyer, this is an opportunity to see some of 
the lesser known works by this quintessential Austin artist in 
public before they disappear into private hands. 

A reception will be held Friday, Oct. 19, 6-8pm, at the Russell 
Collection’s gallery on West Sixth, with some of Charles and 
Angeline’s six children on hand to answer questions about the 
works (and perhaps about growing up in South Austin when it 
was still largely rural). The reception is open to the public, 
though an RSVP is requested. - Robert Faires

You’ve no doubt heard the numbers: $4.35 billion in eco- 
nomic activity, more than $71 million in city tax revenues, 
almost 49,000 jobs created. The impact of Austin’s creative 
industries on the local economy has generated buckets of ink 
and chatter, but have you wondered what that actually means 
for you and the theatre production/alt-classical concert/ 
apartment gallery/site-specific installation/graphic novel that 
makes up your little corner of the scene? Is it possible to 
leverage some of that action to grow your work, to loosen 
some of those dollars to assist in your economic prosperity?

In between their talks will 
be a handful of breakout sessions where you can get point- 
ers on finding and developing partnerships with established 
businesses; honing your business and marketing skills; 
crowdfunding, bootstrapping, and other ways of financing cre- 
ative projects; and integrating the arts into mixed-use devel- 
opment projects and community initiatives related to afford- 
able housing, transportation, health care, and education.

From Nothing to Bounty 

Playwright Lisa D'Amour muses on the distance between 
Austin and ‘Detroit’

Playwright/performance artist Lisa D’Amour is having a mobile year. 

Detroit, her play about backyards and entropy that was a Pulitzer Prize 
finalist in 2011, just opened off-Broadway, starring at least two actors 
you know well: David Schwimmer and Amy Ryan. (You also might know 
John Cullum, if you loved a show about Cicely, Alaska.) Before this 
interview, she was in Milton, Mass., where she was starting work on an 
immersive piece about the country’s Miltons with her fellow interdisci- 
plinary artist and longtime collaborator Katie Pearl. (See “Won’t You 
Come In?,” May 11, 2001.) Shortly after this conversation, D’Amour 
hopped on a plane to Austin to be on hand for rehearsals of her play The 
Cataract at the University of Texas Department of Theatre & Dance. 

And that’s just the last few weeks. In May, she was in London for the 
National Theatre’s staging of Detroit, and given the praises the play has 
received, her travel itinerary is bound to grow even more complicated. 

D’Amour’ s career has always been peripatetic. She’s from New 
Orleans and currently splits her time between there and New York City, 
where Nita and Zita, a PearlDamour collaboration, won an Obie award. 

D’Amour’s artistic coming-of-age started in Austin, where she graduated 
with an MFA in playwriting from UT. She’s bounced from Minneapolis, 
where The Cataract was born, to Houston; San Francisco; Providence, 

R.I.; and Chicago. And, obviously, Detroit.

Austin Chronicle: Why do you think Detroit 
was your breakthrough play? It seems to be 
the one that has gotten the most attention. 
Lisa D’Amour: It’s a breakthrough play in 
terms of breaking through to the main- 
stream. I’m going to press back against that 
phrase just a bit because there’s this thing 
in people’s consciousness that, like, sud- 
denly if you get a good review in The New 
York Times you’ve made it. And that is com- 
pletely counter to the way I feel about my 
career. I get a little antsy when people start 
going, “Well, obviously you tried to write a 
commercial play. Now you’ve finally broken 
through!” And I’m like, “Broken through to 
what? A new kind of hell?” [Laughs] 

I think it’s sort of obvious: It’s a play about 
white people in backyards. That’s my sad, sad 
answer. I mean, I think it’s a good play. I’m 
really proud of the play. It shares a lot of 
similarities to my other work in terms of 
unlocking people that have a very familiar- 
looking surface but are deeply strange under- 
neath. But I feel like somehow the frame of 
the backyard barbecue is recognizable 
enough that there were a lot of different entry 
points for a lot of different kinds of people. I 
also think it was almost a happy accident that 
I was writing it at the beginning of this eco- 
nomic crisis that won’t go away. It’s on peo- 
ple’s minds all of the time. So they grab onto 
something that helps them make some kind 
of sense about what’s going on. Maybe going 
to see Detroit makes you feel a little less 
lonely about your own financial anxieties 
because you’re hanging out with these people 
who are way more freaked out than you are. 


AC: How do you view Detroit in the context 
of your earlier work ? Or your current work? 
LD: The direct companion piece is being 
produced at UT-Austin, The Cataract. That 
play is two couples in 1883 in Minneapolis. 
It’s a couple from the North, the husband of 
which is employed building an actual bridge 
in Minneapolis, which is called the Stone 
Arch Bridge. In order to make some money, 
they take in two boarders. They’re kind of a 
wayward couple from the South, who’ve 
never really been in a lot of trouble but who 
have been travelers and have secrets. It’s 
about the couples getting to know each 
other and getting to know themselves. 

It has a much stranger surface than 
Detroit. The language is spare and stylized. 
In Detroit, people tell each other their 
dreams; in The Cataract, you actually see 
their dreams. There are middle-of-the-night 
scenes where you actually see a dream that 
the character is having. You feel the dream 
infect their daily lives, then by the second 
act, it’s like a surreal dream life is actually 
happening in their real life. 

I think many-slash-most writers start to 
realize that we’re writing the same two or 
three plays over and over. You think you’re 
not, but you always end it and you’re like, 
“Oh, shit. Did it again.” I feel like The 
Cataract was a rehearsal for Detroit or maybe 
a premonition of Detroit. But then I feel like 
all of my plays are ultimately big idea plays 
about consciousness and ontology. They’re 
all like human beings stumbling through the 
world having no idea how they got here. In 
that way, they’re all about me. [Laughs] 


Then there’s this other thing in all of my 
plays that has to do with the relationship 
between the civilized and the wild. That, of 
course, comes heavily into play in Detroit. 
AC: What inspired The Cataract? 

LD: Two things. I was obsessed with the 
Stone Arch Bridge. It was one of two pieces 
I’ve made that was trying to deal with this 
obsession. When I moved to Minneapolis, 
the Stone Arch Bridge was in a section of 
downtown that was completely dead. There 
were all of these empty old mills and facto- 
ries that lined the river. Homeless people 
were sleeping there. The Stone Arch Bridge 


had just become a pedestrian path. They 
had taken out the railroad track. But nobody 
knew about it because there was nothing 
going on down there. All my friends in 
Minneapolis always wanted to jog around 
the lake, because it’s the city of lakes. But I 
always wanted to go by the river because it 
connected me to New Orleans. So I was 
always dragging people to the Stone Arch 
Bridge and going, “Look at all these amaz- 
ing buildings. I want to make a huge site- 
specific theatre piece in these one day.” 

In the meantime, I was like, why don’t I just 
write a play about the history of the Stone 


Arch Bridge? It was kind of fascinating. And 
at the same time I had written 16 Spells To 
Charm the Beast and Anna Bella Eema, which 
were what I call baroque plays. The language 
was filled with flourishes and odd words. I 
wanted to give myself a restraint. I said, “OK, 
Lisa, you have to try to keep the language for 
The Cataract as spare as you possibly can. 
Almost mechanized. And you can only use two 
images: the river and the moon.” Ultimately 
there were many more images than that. But I 
wanted to deal with restraint and the river. I 
just had this weird obsession with it. 

AC: How do you balance between the more 
intensive performance pieces and site-spe- 
cific performance pieces . . . 

LD: . . . and playwriting? 

AC: And the more standard playwriting 
where you hand it off ... ? 

LD: It’ll be interesting to see. It’s getting a 
little more complicated because there have 
been three productions of Detroit in two 
years. Usually the playwright isn’t quite as 
involved in all three, usually I would have 
handed it off by now, but because of the 
circumstances, I was really involved. 

The way that I’ve balanced it in the past 
is with PearlDamour, we work on pieces for 
a long time before we show them. [Katie 
and I] don’t live in the same city, so we’ve 
always operated, since 1997, by getting 
together for intense periods of time, work- 
ing, and then going away. But now that we 
have more stuff going on - and, weirdly, 
PearlDamour has more stuff going on now 
than we ever have, too. How To Build a 
Forest is going to two places this year. We’re 
starting to develop this Milton piece. Then 
this other piece, a play we started develop- 
ing a couple of years into the future, looks 
like it’s going to premiere next September 


in a big meadow at Longwood Gardens 
[near Philadelphia]. To be honest, right now 
managing both of them feels incredibly 
challenging. It takes a lot of self-discipline. 

It’s a really wild time of bounty for me 
right now. All of these opportunities for my 
plays are opening up because of the success 
of Detroit. Then Katie and I have been work- 
ing really hard for 14 years, and we’re getting 
more opportunities. Katie and I are trying to 
not feel the pressure of rushing and produc- 
ing. We want to take our time and when the 
piece happens, it will happen. I think that’s 
really the only way we can manage it.

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AC: How did your time in Austin influence 
how you approach your work ? 

LD: I always tell people that I grew up in 
the theatre in Austin. I did theatre in New 
Orleans, but it was really that time in 
Austin when I was studying playwriting at 
UT and had some really amazing writing 
mentors in a formal situation. Then there 
was this, like, Texas Bohemia going on out- 
side of UT, with Frontera@Hyde Park 
Theatre being the center of that, and then 
Salvage Vanguard Theater was happening 
at the same time. 

People were just making things happen. 
There wasn’t really a question of did you 
have the money or not. There was this 
weird feeling of everything being possible. 
Everything was about discovering the new, 
like how can we discover new ways, new 
forms. Every teacher that would pass 
through - and everybody would pass 
through, it was like the underground rail- 
road of experimental artists: Laurie Carlos 
and David Hancock and Mac Wellman and 
Erik Ehn. It was sort of understood that 
they would come to workshop a play and 
they would also do a workshop. It was this 
really fertile time. That was my norm. 

Look at a lot of the artists who came out 
of that time. We’re all kind of fearless. I 
think that we were in this kind of theatre 
utopia with absolutely nothing. It had noth- 
ing to do with money. It had nothing to do 
with anything. We had ideas. 

When you have that, you don’t really lose 
that. I’m not trying to say that I’m not 
excited [about Detroit]. I mean, it’s totally 
fucking insane that I have had two rave 
reviews in The New York Times for the same 
goddamn play. That is ridiculous. That is 
completely ridiculous. I understand that 
that is not anything to brush aside. It’s a 
huge deal. But I also don’t feel like that is 
what made me. What made me was making 
theatre in people’s garages, and I will always 
have the garage. 

AC: What do you wish I’d asked you about? 
What would you like to talk about? 

LD: I’d like to talk about “How do we make 
more Austin from 1994-1999?” I’m really 
conscious of how hard it is to live in New 
York now, just how hard it is to live in cities, 
in some ways. I feel like I grew up at a time 
in the theatre when you could have a part- 
time job and make theatre and be OK. I 
actually don’t know that that’s true any- 
more. Even in a city like Austin. 

One thing I’ve been thinking about is 
what are the circumstances that we need to 
nurture in order for that experimentation to 
be able to happen. I don’t have kids. I’m 99 
percent sure I’m not going to have kids, so 
I think a lot about what I can do to nurture 
the community to create those circumstanc- 
es, since I’ll probably have time over the 
next 20 years. It worries me a lot. I know 
there are other ways to make this kind of 
art, but that’s the way I did it. ■

God and Man, Time and Space: Echoes of the Sistine Chapel 

St. Louis Catholic Church Chapel , 7601 Burnet Rd. 

Oct. 12 


Ensemble VIII is destined for great things. 

Even now, having just completed the first 
concert of what is only its second season, 
this consortium of early music specialists is 
already surpassing its mission “to perform 
vocal music of the Renaissance and Baroque 
at the highest artistic level with a keen atten- 
tion to scholarship and historically informed 
performance practice.” One of its eight mem- 
bers is Dr. James Morrow, Ensemble Vlll’s 
director, whose hats also include that of UT’s 
director of choral activities. Last year, Morrow 
assembled his impressive roster of vocalists 
from around the nation, each of whom sports 
a bio chock-full of powerhouse credits. 

On Friday evening, Ensemble VIII hon- 
ored composers of the Renaissance with 
affiliations to the Vatican’s Sistine Chapel, 
including Palestrina, Josquin, de Morales, 
Ockeghem, and Allegri, performing vocal 
works of theirs with pristine clarity. Indeed, 
the artistic level was so high that it quali- 
fies as perhaps the best early music vocal 
concert I have yet had the privilege to experi- 
ence in person. Program notes by Dr. Lorenzo 
Candelaria, associate professor of musicol- 
ogy at UT, were thorough, yet still accessible 


for those audience members who may have 
been less familiar with compositional prac- 
tices or historical contexts of early music. 
Historically informed performances are clearly 
of paramount importance to the ensemble, 
as its stylistically rigorous executions of 
Renaissance polyphony displayed time and 
again throughout the night. 

Where Morrow went especially right in his 
endeavor was at its start: in his compilation 
of the choir’s roster itself. He clearly under- 
stands the necessity of careful consideration 
in the selection of his vocalists, as evidenced 
in the group’s thoughtfully executed interplay 
of contrapuntal lines, blending richly into a 
simultaneous effect of oneness. Thanks to 
both the stylistic sensibility and technical 
prowess of each singer - in addition to their 
distinctive vocal timbres - the result was 
detailed and nuanced music making. 

Within a few years, we’ll be seeing 
Ensemble VIN’s name alongside the most dis- 
tinguished in its genre. Thanks to Morrow and 
the group’s artists, we have - right here in 
Austin - a musical force that is on its way to 
world-class status in the field of early music.

The Best Man

I’ve been doing my best to avoid 
the news for the last few weeks; if I’m 
exhausted by the mass media circus, I 
can hardly imagine how Mitt and Barry are 
feeling. Nonetheless, it was a pleasure to 
return to the Unitarian Universalist Church 
to see the Paradox Players’ contribution to 
the cacophony: a well-executed production 
of Gore Vidal’s 1960 election drama The 
Best Man. 

It’s billed as fare that’ll illuminate just 
how much - and how little - has changed 
on our national political stage since mid- 
century, a flashback to a time when party 
conventions were more suspenseful than 
our four-day cheer camps that coronate a 
predetermined nominee. Indeed, Vidal’s 
tale of the backhanded battle between 
fictional candidates Russell and Cantwell 
for their party’s blessing resonates with 
the kind of intra-party bickering we’re 
used to. (I’m looking at you, Republicans. 
And Democrats. All of you, really.) Cries 
of “class warfare” also sound familiar, 
leveled by aggressive self-made boot- 
strap-puller Cantwell (the excellent Peter 
Blackwell) against “wimpy” Harvard intel- 
lectual Russell, played with erudite com- 
posure by David Morgan Shaw. 

Then, as Bill “Arithmetic” Clinton proved 
last month, there’s still great value to 
be had in the endorsement of a popu- 
lar former president, an honor the two 
candidates spend the majority of the 
play attempting to secure. But President 
Hockstader (the feisty Don Owen) enjoys 
seeing the boys squirm as he traipses 
between their suites at the hotel where 
the convention’s being held. He’ll throw 
his hat in the ring only for the best man - 
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Moonlight and Magnolias

I’ve had The Wizard of Oz on my mind a 
lot throughout my life, having had a hand 
in at least a half-dozen stage versions. In 
Moonlight and Magnolias, David 0. Selznick 
has Dorothy and crew on his mind, too - 
though not at the forefront. Instead, the 
iconic film producer is singing the tune of 
“Tara on My Mind” alongside the writer and 
director he’s handpicked (and imprisoned in 
his office) to create the screenplay for what 
would become the highest grossing film of 
the 20th century. 

Director Victor Fleming has been yanked 
from MGM’s The Wizard of Oz to take over 
Selznick’s Gone With the Wind (both 1939 
releases), and Jewish screenwriter Ben Hecht 
has the ominous overtones of World War II 
ringing especially loud in his ears. As the lat-

ter, Dave Buckman delivers the most sincere 
performance in Penfold Theatre’s production. 
But of the characters in Ron Hutchinson’s 
script, Hecht has the most dramatic clay 
to work with. (From one writer to another, 
perhaps?) However, this doesn’t seem to 


be a show concerned chiefly with the “seri- 
ously dramatic.” As Penfold Producing Artistic 
Director (and this production’s Selznick) Ryan 
Crowder states of the script in his program 
notes: “Immediately, I was taken with its 
sheer fun.” And that’s what Hutchinson seems 
to want primarily to provide: sheer fun. Right? 

I’m still not really sure. The play doesn’t 
seem to know exactly what it intends to be. 

If it does, it lacks levels that would clarify 
and vary its occasionally monotone, uh, tone. 
This isn’t to take away from the convincing 
performances of Buckman, Crowder, or their 
equally seasoned castmates, Jay Fraley 
(Fleming) and Aidan Sullivan (Selznick’s sec- 
retary, Miss Poppenghul). This team works 
hard indeed to keep the show’s momentum 
heading forward, as does veteran director 
(and Chronicle Arts Editor) Robert Faires. 

But they all have to contend with a script 
that repeatedly wades into the waters of 
social commentary only to retreat too quickly 
to shore each time it does. Similarly, the

the one who’s got the strength of charac- 
ter to get the job done. 

The play dates itself in significant 
ways, though. Most obviously, it looks like 
something out of a black-and-white televi- 
sion special, with a beautiful set that’s 
the spitting image of a Sixties hotel room 
- ugly upholstery, full bar, and all. The 
vintage costumes add to the illusion, as 
do the candidates’ slogans: “Hustle with 
Russell!” and “Can-Do with Cantwell!” It’s 
difficult to imagine anyone getting elected 
today with one of those clunkers. 

By the end of the evening, The Best 
Man feels very old indeed with its pre-civil 
rights, pre-feminist movement concerns. 

We are hardly shocked, for example, as 
the chairperson of the Women’s Division of 
the Party (Susan Roberts) gets up in arms 
about Mrs. Russell’s (Cynthia Schiebel) 
past involvement in a pro-birth control 
group. And though Russell’s ultimate 
downfall - a history of mental instability 
and promiscuity, never mind the atheism - 
would cause scandal today, we don’t find it 
nearly as shocking as Vidal’s script does. 

With a spirited cast, the all-volunteer 
Paradox Players carry The Best Man high 
above their heads, celebrating its dated 
yet timely and timeless sentiments. In my 
book, they’ve certainly won.

“vaudeville banter, Three Stooges slapstick, 
and ridiculously escalating antics” men- 
tioned in Crowder’s notes aren’t completely 
convincing in frame. Again, this isn’t for lack 
of effort by the Penfold folks, who wrestle 
hard with the script, with farcical and funny 
results much of the time. But I also wanted 
to feel the tumult of those oncoming torrents 
from Europe much more than I did (given 
Hutchinson’s red herring-esque setups in the 
script), and the production team just isn’t 
given quite enough of this material. 

Clearly, Moonlight and Magnolias is not 
my favorite play in the world. That said, I do 
believe that movie buffs - especially fans of 
Thirties Hollywood - will likely find a great 
deal of entertainment in Penfold’s staging. 
There are many riotous moments, to be sure, 
and while the script may not be “my thing” 
in terms of theatrical fare, it will almost cer- 
tainly appeal to many looking for a fun night 
of theatre, with a little back-lot legend thrown 
in for good measure. - Adam Roberts

I’ve missed 
Stephen a great deal lately and the idea of 
spending time with him and his husband 
Mark Erwin sounded really good ... better 
than sewing, anyway! Since I was on my 
way to work and simply did not have the 
clothes with me to make a public appear- 
ance, I made Stephen drive me over to 
my studio out by the Formula One race- 
track where I had an entirely new, freshly 
designed men’s collection from which to 
choose my outfit for the evening.

Nestled among all the mobile options for fried foods, cupcakes, 
and sno-cones on South Congress is Nomad Dosa, perched a little 
behind and a little at an angle to all the rest. It’s a fitting place- 
ment, really, because Nomad Dosa is quite different from its neigh- 
bors. In a word: It’s healthy, and not traditionally Indian, either. 
Centered completely around the dosa, a kind of pancake made from 
fermented lentils and rice, the trailer offers four ways to fill the 
dosa, lots of ways to top the dosa, and several items to accompany 
the dosa. Dosas come either crispy or soft. We chose one of each 
and found out quickly that crispy is the way to go as it held the fill- 
ing in tight, was more easily dipped, and had a nice texture. The 


Naan Stop

In India and Pakistan, highways are dotted with local restaurants 
known as dhabas, providing local cuisine and serving as stops for 
truck drivers. The husband and wife team behind Naan Stop, an 
Indian food truck parked at the corner of Seventh and Red River, 
invites late-night customers to their own version of a dhaba to nosh 
on some of the most-beloved paneer in town. With undoubtedly one 
of the cutest food truck names around, Naan Stop delivers a short, 
traditional menu of Indian dishes, including naan (which is made 
right inside the truck and is light and fluffy) samosas, and chicken 
tikka masala. Masala means “mixture of spices”; the chicken is 
marinated in yogurt and spices and cooked in a sauce of tomatoes, 
coriander, and cumin. Tikka masala is many peoples’ first experi- 
ence with Indian food, and it’s one of Naan Stop’s most popular 
dishes, served with rice and a sweet smile from the owner. 

Much of the menu is geared to go, as one would expect, with vari- 
eties of naan wraps, including a spicy, vegetarian chickpea version 
(chana masala) that garnered raves. The keema naan wrap features 
spiced stewed meat and peas. Cilantro and tamarind chutneys 
accompany the handheld goodies. Prices run low, with the chicken 
tikka masala topping the range at $6.50, and a simple serving of 
the popular naan costs just $1.50. Open until 3am, Naan Stop 
clearly captures an audience looking for something besides pizza 
and sausage wraps. Rumors of lunchtime hours abound, but late 
night, Wednesday through Saturday, are the definite times to find 
the bright red truck in full swing. - Grade Salem 


Mumbai Mash-ala was delicious, with spiced potatoes, onions, 
peppers, and green beans in a tomato curry. The sambar dipping 
soup with lentils rounded out the plate nicely. The Kerala Kokonut 
features butternut squash, zucchini, eggplant, and cauliflower in 
coconut curry. The India Jones includes spinach, paneer, onions, 
and tomatoes cooked in coconut cream. A smooth cilantro chutney 
was spicy and yummy, too. 

The story behind the trailer is atypical: The owner cured his own 
poor health with major changes in diet and opened Nomad Dosa as 
a testament to healthy eating as a lifestyle choice. The menu is 
cleverly broken down into six steps, and no cash is accepted to 
keep lines moving as fast as possible. And fast it was. By the time 
we paid and got our mango smoothie, the dosas were ready. The 
cook exclaimed as he passed us our plates, “We’re dosa ninjas!”

food-o-file

Last Thursday afternoon, the Austin chapter of 
the Texas Restaurant Association hosted an 
information seminar at Carmelo’s with a repre- 
sentative from the Circuit of the Americas. We 

showed up because we’re as curious as every- 
one else about the potential impact this new 
phenomenon is likely to have on the local hospi- 
tality industry. This meeting was one of several 
information sessions the COTA folks are having 
around town with transportation professionals, 
hotels, and the city. A representative of their 
guest services department walked us through 
details about the event and everyone left with a 
flash drive filled with info from her presentation. 
While I don’t see myself attending any races, I 
am hoping there’s at least a media tour of the 
facilities at some point in my future. 

My impression was that the meeting was 
much more about how restaurants could answer 
questions about COTA for their own guests, 
instead of providing a sense of the impact res- 
taurants might expect, but we did pick up a few 
morsels of information. Corporate food service 
giant Sodexo has the food service contract at 
the COTA track, as does Budweiser. There will 
be several food and beverage outlets on site, 
including an international food court that will 
include Salt Lick BBQ and Mr. Gatti’s Pizza and 
an area with local food trucks, including East 
Side King, Chi’lantro, Peached Tortilla, and Fresh 
off the Truck. The venue will continue to provide 
food, drinks, and musical entertainment for a 
few hours after the qualifying round on Saturday 
and the race on Sunday afternoon, but will be 
closed by 6:30pm. Guests should be back in 
town to party in the evenings. Hotels in San 
Antonio and surrounding small towns are doing 
a brisk business because Austin hotel prices 
have been perceived as too high. 

Of the 116,000 tickets already sold as of last 
week, 15% have been to international guests, 
mostly from Mexico and Canada, with 1,000 
from France being the largest European contin- 
gent. So, although most of the ticket sales have 
been in Texas, California, New York, and Florida, 
there still may be several thousand guests who 
expect to eat very late and smoke everywhere. 

In addition to crowds, the most likely inconve- 
nience for Downtown business owners and local 
residents will be the street closures, some of 
which will run from Nov. 14-19. Plans call for 
street fairs and outdoor concerts during the race 
weekend, which could be dicey, weather-wise, 
here in mid-November. Local Texas Restaurant 
Association chapter president Skeeter Miller 
of the County Line summed it up to me this way: 
“This first year is going to be a lot like the first 
year of ACL; we’ll just have to get through the 
first one and then we’ll have a better idea about 
what adjustments to make for next year.” 
Although rumors are swirling about Arab sheiks 
and/or international jet-setters offering to buy out 
whole restaurants for the evenings before, dur- 
ing, and after the race, we don’t have confirma- 
tion on any of that; if your restaurant has been 
approached with some such offer, please email 
food@austinchronicle.com and tell me all about it!

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Indian Explosion 

Austin gains a bounty of healthy menu choices 


Today’s Austinites don’t have to look far 
to find a quality Indian restaurant, but it 
wasn’t always such common and popular 
fare here. To be sure, our city has long ben- 
efited from a few venerable mainstays of 
the cuisine. Since 1990, North Austinites 
have flocked to Taj Palace to get their khor- 
ma fix. The latter half of that decade saw an 
uptick in the opening of curry-scented eat- 
eries that many attribute to the area’s high- 
tech boom: Sarovar, Star of India, and the 
Clay Pit still stand as monuments to those 
heady days. That old (tasty) guard aside, 
there has been an undeniable rise recently 
in the number of new Indian dining oppor- 


tunities. What’s more, these newer joints 
hail from a wider variety of Indian regions, 
deliver their goods in a range of settings - 
such as the quick casual chain Tarka, and 
the now ubiquitous food trailers (a couple of 
those are profiled on p.45) - and have found 
footholds in neighborhoods previously 
deprived of the delightful aroma of fresh- 
baked naan. 

So, what’s behind this sudden spike in 
Austin’s alimentary affection for the 
Subcontinent? While no formal studies on 
the issue have been funded (yet) by UT’s 
acclaimed South Asian Institute, one 
anonymous lecturer there didn’t mind 


sharing his well-informed thoughts on the 
subject. First and foremost, he asserts, this 
time, Austin’s Indian food boom cannot be 
tied solely to immigration patterns. In 
fact, it isn’t just about Austin, it’s part of a 
national trend. 

While he admits that the real reasons 
behind the current craze are difficult to 
pinpoint, our sage from the Forty Acres 
contends that it’s primarily driven by two 
demographics: Americans who are eager to 
explore new flavors in healthy food formats, 
and vegetarians who are doing the same 
thing. While some may question the label- 
ing of fried samosas and the like as 
“healthy,” the truth is that there is no high- 
fructose corn syrup here, and processed 
foods are all but absent, as most Indian 
restaurants build their dishes up from raw 
ingredients. The link to vegetarianism is 
even stronger, given that many of India’s

Smack dab in the middle of a Cedar Park 
shopping center is Naanfull, and just as its 
tagline claims, it is Indian food redefined. 
Featuring fare predominantly of Northern ori- 
gin, the counter-service Indian grill seeks to 
remove the mystery and fear of the distinct 
flavors and dishes in traditional Indian cui- 
sine. Bridging the gap between first-timers 
and aficionados, the staff provides some of 
the most patient, knowledgeable, and friendly 
service in recent memory. The visible assem- 
bly line setup of choices allows patrons to cre- 
ate a customized wrap or bowl by choosing 
the base, proteins, sauces, chutneys, and 
garnishes. Also available are platters, a vari- 
ety of specialty items, and biryani options. 

The delicious made-to-order naan wrap 
($7.99), featuring tender slices of grass-fed 
lamb, steamed fresh veggies, plain basmati 
rice, and saagwala, was a hit at our table, 
though the portion seems best-suited for 
lunch or with accompanying sides. I decided 
to play it safe and order a medium spice level 
for my curry paneer platter ($7.99) with her- 
bed basmati and yogurt ra/'ta. The piping hot 
brown sauce and delectable chunks of Indian 
cheese thrilled me with the robust flavor and 
authenticity, but next time I feel confident in 
turning up the heat factor to hot. I was pleas- 
antly surprised with the generous portion of 
tender bites of beef in the kid’s bowl ($5.59), 
and its accompanying tikka sauce was my 
favorite of the mild flavors sampled - creamy, 
tangy, and vibrant. The spinach pakora 
($3.99) were reminiscent of small Indian 
hushpuppies. Although nicely battered with 
signature chickpea flour, a touch of salt would 
have made them just right; the tamarind chut- 
ney dipping sauce rounded out the flavor. One 
of the sleeper hits was the paneer kulcha 
($1.99), thin naan stuffed with shredded and 
herbed cheese. Traditional Indian desserts 
included freshly made gulab jamun ($1.99) 
and carrot halwa ($1.99): The small human 
gobbled up the fried dough balls served in 
honey saffron syrup, and moderately success- 
ful at our table was the sweetened shredded 


Hindu majority population have lived for 
generations without meat in their diet. If 
you find yourself eager to add new dimen- 
sions to your green dishes in America, who 
better to turn to for advice than folks who 
have been creating complex plant-only fla- 
vor profiles for thousands of years? 

Perhaps the most intriguing question, 
though, isn’t why we suddenly find our- 
selves surrounded by great Indian food, but 
rather what mark Austin will make on the 
genre. If recent history is any indicator, it 
won’t be long before our city’s food incuba- 
tor births the next great South Asian hot 
spot. Who knows? Maybe that future star is 
already in front of us. Check out this week’s 
roundup of Indian eateries by Chronicle 
contributors Mick Vann, Claudia Alarcon, 
Rachel Feit, Gracie Salem, Kate Thornberry, 
Jessi Cape, and myself, and see if you can 
spot it. - Kenny Pailes 


carrots mixed with ginger, milk, and cashews. 
The mango lassi ($2.99) was, by a landslide, 
my favorite sweet treat, and I would consider 
trekking back to suburbia just for that flavor 
explosion of mango and rosewater in an 
Indian milkshake drink. 

Conceptually, Naanfull is genius. It brings 
the healthy, exciting cuisine of traditional Indian 
food to a familiar, Americanized setting and 
educates the public in the process. And for 
experienced Indian food eaters seeking authen- 
ticity and good food at a reasonable price, I 
give this spot a thumbs-up as well. Luckily for 
central Austinites, a new location at 11101 
Burnet Road has just opened. - Jessi Cape

When the Sunset Valley Estancia Churras- 
caria moved to the Arboretum, the brand-new, 
massive stone building that housed the Braz- 
ilian steak house was leased by Royal India. 
Located off the Brodie exit on the Highway 71 
access road, it’s a great location, with mega- 
tons of traffic passing by on the way to nearby 
shopping and subdivisions. The parking is 
more than ample, and the building itself is 
nearly pristine. The dining room is surprisingly 
inviting, with lots of warm wood and comfort- 
able booths; it manages to be upscale with- 
out being cold or overwhelming. 

Royal India is a one-location, family-owned 
restaurant. Chef/owner Vir Singh learned his 
craft working in restaurants in both the U.S. 
and India, and the vast menu is not limited to 
any one region. Singh’s vision for Royal India 
is to create an eclectic, fine dining Indian res- 
taurant, one that combines standard Indian 
restaurant fare with the modern flavors that 
are burgeoning in India right now. 

Royal India’s lunch buffet has proven to be 
a winner right out of the gate. Priced at $8.99 
on weekdays and $10.99 on weekends (when 
the selections are vaster in scope), lunch and 
brunch are consistently packed, offering fresh 
naan, appetizers, meat curries, vegan dishes, 
tandoori specialties, soups, salad, and des- 
sert. The restaurant has yet to build a regular 
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dinner clientele, however. While a “fine din- 
ing” Indian restaurant is definitely an idea 
whose time has come - the cuisine of India is 
one of the most rich, varied, and significant in 
the world - Royal India seems to be trapped 
between the clientele, who want standard 
Indian selections at competitive prices, and 
their own aspirations to better things. The 
service at dinner is exquisite: prompt, courte- 
ous, friendly, and knowledgeable, and the 
food is beautifully presented, composed artis- 
tically on geometric white dinnerware. 
Nevertheless, the dishes I sampled were 
merely average and did not differ substantially 
from other Indian places in the area. If Royal 
India hopes to capture Austin’s fine diners, a 
shorter, seasonal dinner menu featuring dish- 
es Chef Singh is truly excited to present would 
be a step in the right direction and would help 
set Royal India apart. - Kate Thornberry

The words Indian restaurant and lunch buffet 
have become practically synonymous over the 
past decade, and Chola in Round Rock is no 
exception. What makes it different is the variety 
of homestyle dishes you won’t find elsewhere. 

First of all, Chola’s lunch buffet ($11.99 on 
weekends) is dominated by a chaat station 
serving tangy chole and crispy, spiced lentil 
fritters. Bathed in yogurt and sweet tamarind 
chutney, these make a meal in themselves. 

But why stop there when there are two dozen 
other dishes to choose from? The buffet show- 
cases the usual suspects - chicken tikka 
masala, savory lamb biryani - but the saag 
paneer is one of the better versions I’ve tried. 
Thick and creamy, scented with ginger and tur- 
meric, it’s like coming home to a warm fire on 
a cold day. Then there are the vadai (deep-fried 
garam flour fritters), the idlis (steamed savory 
lentil and rice cakes), and the homestyle rava 
upma (savory semolina pudding studded with 
cashews, mustard seeds, and vegetables). In 
India these are often considered breakfast

mainstays, but many people find them com- 
forting snacks anytime. The eggplant bathed in 
Corvette-crimson gravy is a fiery treat, while 
the earthy okra curry registers lower on the 
Scoville scale, but is no less tasty. Maybe it’s 
the goat curry, or maybe it’s the tandoori fish 
fillets, but Chola seems to attract a faithful 
Indian clientele to the lunch buffet. 

The buffet disappears at dinner and is 
replaced by more traditional a la carte ser- 
vice. The menu is far-reaching, though many 
of the same dishes appear here as on the 
lunch buffet. Dinner, however, offers a chance 
at the samosas ($4.99-$5.99), filled dosas 
($6.99-$9.99), and uttapam ($7.99-$9.99), 
which universally taste better cooked to order 
than in a soggy chafing dish. Chola differenti- 
ates itself from other Indian restaurants with 
a short list of Chinese-influenced dishes like 
chili-coated sweet and sour cauliflower 
($9.99), fried rice ($9.99), and Manchurian 
chicken ($10.99). These are neither Chinese 
nor Indian but are instead a happy hybrid, 
reminding us all that culinary stasis is not 
always a prerequisite for authenticity. Chola 
boldly offers a taste of a modern India that 
celebrates its diversity. - Rachel Feit

Pakwan sits in the second row of the strip 
center on the south side of William Cannon, 
halfway between Brodie and Mopac; it can be 
hard to spot from the road unless your eyes are 
peeled. (A few doors down is a great little 
Indian grocery, Man Pasand.) You enter Pakwan 
to find a pleasing decor, with warm spice tones, 
earthy textiles, and muted gold walls; flat 
screens are visible, and a full bar sits along the 
back wall. The menu focuses on the food of 
Northern India, particularly Kashmir. The menu 
sports some unpedestrian dishes like Hara 
Bhara Chicken Boti ($13.99, boneless chicken 
with yogurt, fenugreek, and fresh herbs), shami 
kebab ($2.99, a minced beef and lentil patty), 
and a skewered goat chop ($13.99). The res- 
taurant is managed by Chef Laila Prasla, with 
Mumtaz Prasla and Naseem Meknojia; Laila is 
said to be a catering wizard. 

My introduction was through the daily lunch 
buffet (Mon.-Fri., $9.99; Sat.-Sun., $10.99), 
which was fine: a salad, five vegetables, rice, 
three chicken dishes, dessert, two chutneys, 
and a ra/'ta; the excellent naan - with a charred 
exterior and flaky layers - is brought to the 
table in a basket. The vegetable pakoras were 
crispy, but marred by a too-thick batter. I loved 


the spinach paneer (buttery and complex, with 
a nice heat on the finish), the cauliflower-pota- 
to combo had nicely layered seasonings, and 
the vegetable korma was good but a little 
bland (salt shakers would help). There was a 
vegetable-mix “kumar” that was okay, and the 
dal tadkewali was fine, no complaints in vege- 
table-land. The tandoori chicken was really 
good, avoiding the dry-tough complex and red 
dye with aplomb. There was a chicken dish I 
was told was “kumar”: onion and tomato, with 
curry leaf and mustard seeds (best dish on the 
line). White chicken was fine but lacked soul 
and spice, seemingly only there for the timid; 
all chicken is bone-in and cut into pieces. 

Gulab jamin was a good finish, golden fried 
milk batter balls in rose-honey syrup. 

On one stop I dropped in to grab a Naan Roll 
($6.50-$8). One of their excellent naan is filled 
with a little rice and topped with mouth-water- 
ing minced lamb seekh kebab, with grated 
paneer, lettuce, tomatoes, sauteed onions and 
peppers, and ra/'ta; it’s a fantastic sandwich. 
Another stop brought a delicious, complexly 
spiced and tender beef bihari kebab ($10.99) 
and a side of wonderful jalapeno naan; breads 
here are first-rate. The Pakwan menu definitely 
warrants further exploration. - Mick Vann

I was thrilled to see this new eatery take 
over the old Thai Kitchen location around the 
corner from my house and pleasantly sur- 
prised to find the space vastly improved 
regarding cleanliness. Despite the strip-mall- 
style minimalism, there are nice touches like 
linen napkins and real glassware. The super- 
friendly staff members add a needed touch of 
warmth, and they are always willing and able 
to answer questions, which is extremely help- 
ful since I keep finding items new to me. We 
have visited Asiana a number of times, both 
for weekday lunch and weekend brunch buf- 
fets, and we often rely on them for dinner 
takeout. Their menu covers many regions of 
the Subcontinent, with an emphasis on South- 
ern cuisine and a few Indo-Chinese dishes 
from the Manchurian region. They don’t delve 
into Goan cuisine, but never mind that. There 
is plenty to choose from at Asiana. 


Lunchtime boasts steady business and a 
wide array of dishes, which are quickly replen- 
ished with steaming hot trays of appetizers 
and the expected curries, masalas, biryani, 
and tandoori chicken. The cold bar is nicely 
stocked with ra/'ta and different chutneys, 
lightly sauteed sliced onions and jalapenos 
drizzled with lime juice, and my favorite Indian 
condiment: lemon pickles. There are salad fix- 
ings and desserts too, like a creamy and light 
rice pudding flavored with saffron and almond 
slices. On weekends, more authentic, lesser- 
known dishes make appearances, and Indian 
families happily gather and pile food on their 
plates. I fell in love with pongal, a porridgelike 
concoction of white rice and yellow lentils 
spiced with whole peppercorns and cumin. I 
am told this should be added to the fiery 
rasam, a soup best described as a Southern 
Indian hot and sour. We were thrilled to see 
goat biryani, crispy tandoori fish, and chicken 
Chettinad masala on this buffet too. Whatever 
you do, have a bowl (or two - ahem) of the fro- 
zen mango mousse. 

The a la carte dinner menu is full of inter- 
esting choices, but when we order takeout, 
we usually go for the Mughalai special dinner 
($24.99): lamb khorma, aloo gobi (spicy cur- 
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ried potatoes), a fabulous saag paneer, chick- 
en tikka masala (Will’s fave), sheekh kebab, 
and choice of appetizer and dessert. We also 
get the reshmi kebab, grilled ground chicken 
cylinders of goodness, and did I mention that 
mango mousse? So far, Asiana has not disap- 
pointed, and we feel blessed to have them in 
the neighborhood. - Claudia Alarcon

In a city teeming with several dozen Indian 
restaurants, it can be hard to stand out. It 
doesn’t help to be tucked away in the corner 
of a shopping center that’s already anchored 
by two highly regarded diners (Asia Cafe and 
Chen’s Noodle House). So how has Maharaja 
Indian Cafe managed to shine in the shadow 
of its neighbors? With grace, good food, and a 
few unique specialties. 

Warm and friendly owners Gozito and Ther- 
esa George hail from Goa, a tiny but wealthy 
state in India’s coastal southwest. Their for- 
mer home on the Arabian Sea provided the 
foundation for an appreciation for seafood 
done right. Goan Fish Curry (tilapia filets 
topped with a mild coconut cream based 
gravy) and Stuffed Indian Pomfret (a crispy 
whole fried fish split along the belly and 
“stuffed” with a layer of rich dry spices) are 
both clearly points of pride for them, the latter 
issuing loud echoes from Goa’s past as a 
Portuguese colony. 

Though their home state lies below 
Mumbai, the menu here is decidedly filled 
with more North Indian fare than anything 
else. Naan, delicious curried okra, sweet and 
tart chickpea-filled panipuri, and an outstand- 
ing spicy saag paneer are all featured on the 
well-stocked daily lunch buffet. Those seeking 
even more heat and yet another unique dish 
should try the sometimes-off-menu goat pep- 
per fry, spiked with tender sauteed curry 
leaves. Wrap up your meal with a freshly 
blended lassi - for a special treat, order both 
a salt lassi and a sweet lassi, divide them 
among your dinner companions, and alternate 
between the two for a bright and lush sur- 
prise. Then walk a few doors down to Apna 
Bazaar; the Indian, Pakistani, and Bangla- 
deshi grocery store, also owned by the George 
duo, is a great source for some hard-to-find 
ingredients and spices at bargain prices.

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The Long and the Short of It 

ITS AN UPHILL BATTLE SECURING A FUTURE FOR A SHORT FILM

The life cycle of a short film is kind of like 
that of a cicada: They both spend most of 
their lives underground, in various stages of 
development, before emerging briefly to make 
some noise in the world. And then nobody 
ever really hears from them again. 

That’s a fate that Rafael Antonio Ruiz and 
Jennymarie Jemison, whose short film, “The 
Quiet Girl’s Guide To Violence,” had its world 
premiere last month at Fantastic Fest, hope 
to avoid. “Quiet Girl” is a passion project 
that the pair co-wrote, with Ruiz in the direc- 
tor’s chair and Jemison in front of the camera 
as the titular quiet girl, and Ruiz and Jemison 
are optimistic about the possibilities for it to 
survive past the film’s well-received Fantastic 
Fest debut. 

Typically, the struggle of the short filmmaker 
is that of anyone producing art in a medium 
that doesn’t really have a market: an outpour- 
ing of passion, followed by a lot of frustration. 
“Most people’s festival life with their short is 
very difficult,” Jemison acknowledges. “People 
are like, ‘I made a short film!’ And no one 
cares. And I was sort of prepared for that.” 

For “The Quiet Girl’s Guide To Violence,” 
though, the caring happened at least partly 
because of the film’s pedigree. After its 
acceptance into Fantastic Fest, the film was 
solicited by genre festivals both foreign and 
domestic - including the Brussels 
International Fantastic Film Festival in 
Belgium; Zinema Zombie Fest in Bogota, 
Colombia; the Telluride Horror Show in 
Telluride, Colo.; and the Cucalorus Film 
Festival in Wilmington, N.C. “I really didn’t 
expect us to get into Fantastic Fest. It’s an 
international festival,” Jemison says. “They’re 


not really known for showing a lot of Austin 
productions. And it’s my first movie. I didn’t 
realize that us getting into Fantastic Fest 
meant that we would get into all of these fes- 
tivals. I had no idea.” 

The movie was a good fit at Fantastic Fest. 
A black comedy, “Quiet Girl” tells the story of 
a bullied, maladroit teenager who grows into 
an equally awkward woman seeking revenge 
on those who’ve treated her poorly - both in 
the past and now - with the help of a base- 
ball bat. “The violence got all the biggest 
laughs, which is great,” Jemison says of the 
response at the festival. “That’s exactly what 
I wanted, and I was worried that maybe it 
was just my weird sense of humor that found 
this so funny, and maybe no one else would. 

It was super scary to see it with an audience, 
but it was thrilling - they were all super into 
the exact same dark laugh.” 

“The Quiet Girl’s Guide To Violence” 
screened twice at the festival, both times 
playing before a feature with similar themes 
called Besties, and the audiences were effu- 
sive in their response. Following both screen- 
ings, before Besties would play, hands shot 
up for a Q&A with Jemison and Ruiz. One of 
the hands that went up in the Q&A after the 
short’s premiere screening belonged to 
someone who asked if they planned to 
expand the project to a web series, and 
Jemison and Ruiz began to realize that their 
short might enjoy a charmed life. 

“I immediately wanted to pitch it as a 
series, rather than basking in it as an individ- 
ual piece,” explains Ruiz, whose previous 
Austin filmmaking credentials include Holy 
Hell. “So I was always thinking of getting peo- 


ple interested in seeing if we could continue 
it. That aspect has been really exciting, 
because the turnaround has been fast, in 
terms of people liking it. Getting people to 
connect the dots and say they want to see 
more has been great.” 

Right now, just weeks after their Fantastic 
Fest debut, Jemison and Ruiz are in the tenu- 
ous stages of developing “The Quiet Girl’s 
Guide To Violence” in another incarnation, 
with the help of some producers out of Los 
Angeles, where Ruiz splits his time. Like most 
developments for film projects, it’s risky to do 
too much chicken-counting until the deals are 
done. But at the very least, Ruiz and Jemison 
have already more than exceeded the 
depressingly typical short film life cycle of 
watching the project begin its journey into 
YouTube obscurity as soon as the first festival 
screening is over. And for Jemison, this experi- 
ence includes both hoping for the film’s future 
success and appreciating what it is right now. 

“I don’t take any of it for granted. From the 
get-go, this whole project just had some 
magic to it - not just the success that it’s 
had so far, but the creation of it,” she says. 

“It started with an episode of [local web 
series] Project: Rant! that Rafael and I did; I 
met my boyfriend on “Quiet Girl,” who pro- 
duced it; my little sister is in it; a lot of my 
friends have cameos; my friend Sarah has a 
cameo while she was nine-months pregnant, 
and that’ll always be there; Henna Chou is 
playing the cello; all these things really 
endear it to me.” 

In a lot of ways, that’s something that “The 
Quiet Girl’s Guide To Violence” has in com- 
mon with every short film, whether they play 
film festivals around the world or screen on 
the directors’ laptops whenever they’ve got 
people over. It’s possible that “Quiet Girl” will 
have a longer life than many, but the ultimate 
mark of its success is that it managed to 
come out from underground at all. ■

DAVID CHASE ON THE 



SIXTIES ROCK THAT 
INSPIRED 'NOT FADE AWAY’

A 1957 single, Buddy Holly’s “Not Fade 
Away” became the A-side cover of the 
Rolling Stones’ first U.S. 7-inch in 1964. 
Opening with a re-creation of Mick Jagger 
and Keith Richards’ teenaged reunion, 
David Chase’s feature film debut Not Fade 
Away - which kicks off the 19th annual 
Austin Film Festival on Oct. 18 - uses the 
duo’s ensuing soundtrack and mythos as 
the backbone to the tale of a group that 
never amounted to anything: The Sopranos 
creator’s own band. - Raoul Hernandez 

Austin Chronicle : Given the title of your 
film and its throughline, plus your use of 
their music in The Sopranos, is it safe to say 
you were more of a Stones guy than a 
Beatles man in rock & roll’s existential 
Beatles vs. Stones debate? 

David Chase: That’s not safe to say. I really 
love them both tremendously. I always 
found, not even as a half-assed musician 
but as an eighth-of-an-ass musician, that 
the Stones were easier. You know, the 
Beatles have those harmonies that are so 
beautiful, but difficult. And those chords, I 
don’t even know what they’re called [chuck- 
les] - sixths and ninths, stuff like that. The 
Stones were more straightforward. As a kid 
in a garage band, it was easier to cover them 
than the Beatles. The Stones also had this 
attitude I gravitated to a little more. But the 
main reason, I guess, is that the Beatles 
stopped at a certain point and the Stones 
kept going. The Stones had the chance to 
continue to develop, and the Beatles chose 
not to. 

AC: This film, then, is autobiographical? 
DC: I would say it’s more personal than it is 
autobiographical. The events don’t roll out 
in exactly the way they did, nor is the band 


much like the musical group I belonged to. 
But it’s autobiographical in terms of my 
emotional state at the time - how I felt 
about girls, about life, about mysteries of 
the universe, and most of all, about music. 
AC: So you’re the drummer in the film that 
steps out front to be the singer? 

DC: Not exactly, no. We weren’t really even 
a band. We never played for anybody. We 
just played in the basement, and we got 
money together and made one demo. We 
never played a public date, either for pay or 
for free. And then after about three or four 
years it all just dissipated. A couple of the 
guys that I was working with went on to 
have careers in music, but not me. Together, 
we had no career at all. I was recruited into 
that group as the drummer and lead singer, 
but my parents sold my drums out from 
underneath me, so I didn’t have drums and 
was playing on boxes and stuff. Then I 
switched to bass guitar. So, I was lead 
singer all the way through, although there 
came a time when we were going to make 
the demo and somebody else was singing 
lead when I said, “I think I can sing that 
better than you can.” That was my first 
show business move. 


AC: The tension between father and son, 
especially in the kitchen scene, reminds me 
of Bruce Springsteen’s descriptions of grow- 
ing up. Was that also your experience grow- 
ing up in Fifties/ Sixties Jersey and wanting 
to be a musician? 

DC: [Pause] I read the recent thing by 
David Remnick [in The New Yorker ] about 
Bruce Springsteen and it reminded me of 
the movie a tremendous amount, so I can 
only say that, yeah, there’s confluences 
there. My house was not a happy place. 
There was something very gray and always 
sort of depressing and dingy about it. I don’t 
mean dingy furniture. I dunno. There was 
never a sense of joy. I know that there’s this 
Springsteen lyric where it goes something 
about, “... a feeling, and a feeling deep 
inside, that it ain’t no sin to be glad that 
you’re alive.” That’s very much how I felt at 
that time. ■

Five Docs To Watch 

GLOW: The Story of the 
Gorgeous Ladies of Wrestling 

D: Brett Whitcomb 

Director Brett Whitcomb follows up his 
tribute to mechanical dancing animals, 
2008’s The Rock-afire Explosion, with 
another trip into cultural arcana: the leg- 
endary Gorgeous Ladies of Wrestling, the 
world’s first all-female TV wrestling promo- 
tion. As with the name of their TV show, 
the gorgeous came before the wrestling, 
with aspiring actresses signing up to 
become wrestlers and creating a ground- 
breaking show by accident. Whitcomb and 
the wrestlers portray GLOW as a mixture 
of retro-camp and inadvertent feminism: 
Much like Barry Blaustein’s Beyond the 
Mat, GLOW breaks kayfabe, the wrestling 
code of silence that keeps everything 
backstage secret. Smarks (wrestling slang 
for savvy audiences) may get a little frus- 
trated with how little GLOW grapples with 
the history of women’s wrestling. Yet it 
pins the audience to the canvas when the 
wrestlers explain how the broken bones 
and ripped tendons were worth it - not for 
the moments in the rings, but for the com- 
munity backstage. - Richard Whittaker

D: Jamie Meltzer 

The Brandon Darby archive continues to 
add layers. Meltzer’s documentary covers 
the ground from Darby’s legendary rescue 
of his friend Robert King Wilkerson (who 
now denounces him) from the Katrina 
floods, to his current occupation as a shill 
for right-wing fantasies about the “terror- 
ist” left. In melodramatic interviews, Darby 
recounts his version of transition from 
co-founder of Common Ground Relief to 
potential recruit by Colombian revolutionar- 
ies to eager FBI informant on Riad Hamad, 
an Austin pro-Palestinian activist who later 
committed suicide. (Some of this is told 
through unconvincing and occasionally silly 
re-enactments.) Finally comes his star-turn 
as the witness against two Texas anar- 
chists for making eight molotov cocktails at 
the 2008 Republican National Convention. 
Fascinating as a character study, the film’s 
central problem is that Darby is a fanta- 
sist, so it’s quite impossible to know when 
he’s telling the truth. Stronger are the com- 
mentaries by his former allies and journal- 
ist Michael May, who provide perspective 
and crucial reality checks. - Michael King

Seeing Is Believing 

‘THE REP’ CHARTS THE SLOW DEATH OF CINEMA-GOING 


Plimpton! Starring George 
Plimpton As Himself 

D: Thomas Bean, Luke Poling 

George Plimpton made a career out of 
convincing readers he was a loser - and 
how very winning he was in that endeavor. 
The co-founder and longtime editor-in- 
chief of The Paris Review, Plimpton made 
his name as a “participatory journalist.” 

He was an inveterate amateur elbowing 
his way into professionals’ inner circle to 
gain a greater understanding of the field, 
be it circus acrobatics, the percussion 
section of the New York Philharmonic, or 
the Detroit Lions’ offense. This affection- 
ate survey includes interviews from family 
and colleagues (Gay Talese, Hugh Hefner), 
as well as reams of archival footage and 
audio (the latter produces the effect of 
Plimpton himself narrating, in his indelible 
American-aristocrat frog-voice). The film- 
makers don’t exactly crack the nut on the 
private workings of the writer and personal- 
ity, but then, his intimates never claimed to 
either. Instead, the film offers a front-row 
seat to the marvelous, fifty-year-long piece 
of performance art that was Plimpton’s 
public persona. - Kimberley Jones

The Muslims Are Coming!

Stand-up comedians Negin Farsad and 
Dean Obeidallah decided to fight back 
against rising Islamophobia the only way 
they knew how: by being really effing 
funny. Corraling other Muslim comics, they 
embarked on a Middle America and Deep 
South tour - documented here by Farsad 
and Obeidallah with zestful showman- 
ship - that mixed stand-up shows with fun 
stunts that slyly educated in the process 
(in one town square, they set up an “Ask 
a Muslim Anything” booth). Supporting 
commentary comes from the likes of Jon 
Stewart, Lewis Black, and Rachel Maddow, 
but the real stars, rightly so, are Farsad 
and Obeidallah, self-appointed goodwill 
ambassadors with a gift for gab and 
going blue. In addition to their AFF screen- 
ings, they’ll perform stand-up at the New 
Movement Theater on Oct. 18 at 8pm.

When Nigel Agnew, Charlie Lawton, and 
Alex Woodside launched the Toronto 
Underground Cinema in a vacant basement 
theatre two years ago, they had no idea what 
they were getting themselves into. Nor did 
filmmaker Morgan White, who approached 
them shortly after opening weekend pro- 
posing to make a comedy web series about 
day-to-day-operations at the Underground. 
“I had this kind of idyllic dream of what it 
was to run a cinema,” White told the 
Chronicle. But it wasn’t idyllic. Repairing 
broken 35mm projectors, hustling for print 
publicity, and building a creative program 
calendar turned out to be the easy parts of 
the job. The hard part was filling 679 seats. 
Most screenings drew around 20 customers. 
The near-empty auditorium belied a trou- 
bling story, White realized - not just about 
the tensions that can boil up between three 
friends staking all their time and energy on 
a chancy start-up, but about repertory the- 
atres in peril all over North America. 

As the film industry struggles through 
the digital transition - its greatest period of 


turmoil since the advent of sound - reps are 
struggling to survive. The Rep is the anato- 
my of this collective passion project. Some 
reps are for-profit, some are nonprofit, some 
are single-screen, others have two or three. 
What they all have in common is a commit- 
ment to showing classic movies. They play a 
vital role in film preservation because they 
keep the cinema-going experience alive. 

In the last five years, the entirety of the 
exhibition sector has been hit with steeply 
declining ticket sales, thanks to the increas- 
ing viability of online streaming, down- 
loads and hi-def video-on-demand. 
Meanwhile, theatres throughout North 
America have been phasing out their 35mm 
projectors (and projectionists) in favor of 
automated digital projection systems run 
by servers that can cost a hundred thou- 
sand dollars apiece. (These servers have a 
tendency to crash, as numerous festival 
disasters have borne out.) Many indepen- 
dent first-and-second-run theatres have 
folded due to the cost, but the situation is 
particularly bad for reps. 


Reps don’t want to go digital. For one 
thing, they like film as an analog medium. 
It has more texture, more warmth, more 
dimension than digital, they say. For anoth- 
er, they depend on 35mm print distribution 
for their programming. Studios are releas- 
ing new movies digitally, but they have lit- 
tle incentive to transfer their 35mm back 
catalogues to the same cinema-quality for- 
mats. As a result, only the most popular old 
movies are released in a format compatible 
with the new projection systems. Gone With 
The Wind is available, but Don Siegel’s The 
Beguiled probably never will be, and it’s the 
latter film that fits with the fundamental 
rep ethic of obscure, deep-cut program- 
ming. To top it all off, the studios are 
increasingly reluctant to strike new 35mm 
prints from old film negatives, creating a 
scarcity economy that allows them to raise 
rental costs. 

Against this perfect storm of a backdrop, 
The Rep presents a year in the life of the 
Underground, interspersed with interviews 
with programmers at prominent rep hous- 
es, including Bruce Goldstein from Film 
Forum in New York City, Edward Schiessl 
from Bijou Art Cinemas in Eugene, Ore., 
and Austin’s Lars Nilsen from the Alamo 
Drafthouse. As a film advocating 35mm 
presentation (albeit shot and presented dig- 
itally), The Rep offers a strong counterpoint 
to the recent Keanu Reeves-produced docu- 
mentary Side By Side, a supposedly non- 
partisan look at digital film production. In 
contrast to The Rep's passionate paean to 
purist cinephilia, Side By Side feels like an 
infomercial for Red digital cameras. 

The film urgently encourages us to sup- 
port our local repertory cinemas - tonight! 
We may not always have the chance. The 
point is driven home by an elegiac montage 
of faded marquees of over a dozen shut- 
tered single-screen theatres. It evokes 
something Larry McMurtry wrote in his 
1987 book Film Flam : “The dead picture 
shows ... make an unforgettable collective 
impression, structural Quixotes, exhausted 
and brought to rest by brute reality, yet 
retaining in the gaunt and stubborn angles 
of their facades a suggestion of the visions, 
cheap but romantic, that once rolled like 
great clouds across their screens.” ■

Rising From Ashes

“Cycling is about suffering. You cannot be a cyclist without going through incredible amounts 
of pain,” opines cycling giant Jock Boyer at the outset of Rising From Ashes. For the children 
of 1994’s Rwandan genocide - in which 800,000 of their friends, family, and countrymen 
were killed - suffering and loss comes naturally. Executive-produced and narrated by actor 
Forest Whitaker, Rising From Ashes is a crisp, visually striking, and affecting reflection on the 
birth of Rwanda’s first national cycling team, which merged Boyer, renowned for being the first 
American to compete in the Tour de France, with five intrinsically gifted, yet non-battle-tested 
Rwandan cyclists. Each subject brings their own freight of hardship to the training table, includ- 
ing Boyer, who previously served time in prison. For the young Rwandans he mentors, the film 
includes the imperative expository segment on the genocide to help illustrate what they’re 
boldly racing away from. - Russ Espinoza

‘Pictures of Superheroes’ 

Packs in the Austin Comedy Talent 


Don Swaynos has been a busy guy. Since 
we last wrote about him and the Jollyville 
Pictures filmmaking collective in 2009 
(“Three Guys, a Girl, and a Dog Named 
Friday,” Dec. 18, 2009), he’s written, edited, 
produced, or helmed some eight projects. 
This AFF sees the world premiere of his 
first narrative feature film, Pictures of 
Superheroes. It’s not an easy film to describe 
without using the words “Austin-y,” 
“Slac/cer-ish,” or referencing Steven 
Soderbergh’s early exercise in cinematic 
absurdism, Schizopolis. 

“I’ve had trouble describing it, too,” 
admits Swaynos. “Coming up with a synop- 
sis, it’s been hard to sort of incorporate 
what the film is like, so I end up just 
describing the plot. But I 
look at it as a comedy of 
slacker absurdism. It’s 
funny you mentioned 
Schizopolis because [actor] 

Shannon McCormick said 
that’s what it reminded 
him of, too.” 

Soderberghian under- 
tones aside, Pictures of 
Superheroes is a tightly 
edited look at the hapless, 
inertial life of maid-for- 
hire Marie (played to dead- 
pan perfection by Kerri 
Lendo) as it intersects 
with manic businessman 
Eric (McCormick, going for full-bore suit- 
and-tie lunacy), candy-devouring man-child 
Joe (John Merriman), and Eric (Byron 
Brown), Marie’s sleazy, clueless ex-boy- 
friend. Maybe it’s a film about the existen- 
tial ennui of Marie’s dull grind of a life, or 
possibly a celebration of adults who eat ice 
cream for breakfast; mainly, though, 


Pictures of Superheroes is a terrific, and 
odd, ensemble piece with what seems like 
at least half of Austin’s best actors popping 
up in every other scene. 

“I started the script a while back,” says 
Swaynos, “and it just kind of sat there on 
my computer two-thirds written. I’d been 
wanting to direct something for a while and 
I think I had some sort of bigger ideas, but 
I didn’t have any money and I didn’t think I 
was going to be able to raise any money. So 
I looked at this as something that I could 
shoot in my house, with people I knew, and 
do it pretty easily.” 

Pictures of Superheroes is a small, quirky 
gem that rises above its humble production 
budget by dint of its across-the-board excel- 
lent acting turns by all 
involved. Its vibe is deeply 
Austin, making it seem as 
if it was perhaps made 
years before the city’s cur- 
rent hipster/yuppie/tech- 
nomancer invasion swelled 
the population past that of 
its weird sister, San 
Francisco. And we mean 
that in a good way. 

One scene that lodges 
an indelible shard of laugh- 
ter in your brain features 
Marie’s chain-smoking 
neighbor, a heavy metal 
mom (Kat Ramzinski) who 
spends date night kitted out in full King 
Diamond face paint, while her beau, as 
Swaynos points out, “has kind of an Insane 
Clown Posse thing going on. So it’s like, 
whatever concert they’re going to, one of 
them’s dressed wrong.” - Marc Savlov

nessing the Roots open- 
ing their spectacular and 
soaked Saturday ACL set 
with the Beastie Boys’ 

“Paul Revere” know all 
about uni-chants. 

That same night, the great 
debate was Neil Young & Crazy 
Horse versus Jack White, top-shelf 
rockers scheduled simultaneously. I polled 
soggy concertgoers and concluded that, gener- 
ally, if you were under 30, you were in White’s 
corner. Anyone older and Crazy Horse was your 
nag. I dutifully split the two. 

Jack White peaked. I’d seen him with the 
White Stripes and the Raconteurs, but 
Saturday, with his all-girl Peacocks behind him, 
he played the dirtiest music I’ve ever heard 
come out of him. White called audibles to the 
band as they regurgitated his garage rock cata- 
log into a soul/country/R&B amalgamation 
with in-the-moment freshness. An epic rework- 
ing of “Steady, As She Goes” was transforma- 
tive, rallying through several tempos, styles, 
and emotions. I don’t even like that song and it 
hit me in the chest like a wrecking ball. 

Astonishing as it was, the time came for 
me to turn around and run to the other side 
of the park. I looked like a maniac, jumping 
over blankets, dashing in front of the Porta 
Potties, and sprinting through an onslaught of 
sandal-wearing drunk dudes, but the louden- 
ing of Neil Young’s eternal voice and the big 
crunch of Crazy Horse’s amps carried me on. 

“This song’s for my sweetheart,” declared 
Young, strumming the unmistakable four 
chords to “Cinnamon Girl” and adding, 

“She’s out there somewhere.” 

That old, black Les Paul possesses Young, 
turning him brutal and moonstruck. That’s 
how you want him on a Saturday night: beat- 
ing the strings on “F*!#kin’ Up” and the 
immortal “Hey Hey, My My (Into the Black),” 
in which he assured us “rock & roll will never 
die” and proved it with a lengthy noise solo. 


On Sunday morning I ran into Lumineers 
singer Wesley Schultz, who, on account of 
the Denver quintet’s hit single “Ho Hey,” has 
gone from playing to 50 people to thousands 
in barely over year.

Native to Michigan, I’ve 
always wanted to meet 
Iggy Pop, to shake his 
snaky leather hands and 
thank him for decades of 
sacrificing his body and 
ego for punk rock. Sunday

felt like my day. I spent the morning sneaking 
around backstage areas looking for his trail- 
er. I met his manager and told him the story 
of how a young Andy Kaufman hitchhiked to 
Vegas, hid in a janitor’s closet all day, and 


jumped out at his idol, Elvis Presley, whose 
mere touch gave Kaufman the benediction to 
be famous. The same should have been true 
with me and Iggy Pop. 

“Listen, a lot of people want to meet Iggy,” 
explained the overseer. “There’s no chance.” 

I wouldn’t give up. When the Stooges 
opened with “Raw Power” that evening, I 
crowd-surfed toward the stage, which worked 
for about 20 seconds until I fell on some inat- 
tentive Red Hot Chili Peppers fans camping 
on a blanket near the front. The band was 
dynamite and Iggy was the burning fuse, and 
it all exploded when Pop invited fans to rush 
the barrier and get onstage. This was my 
chance! I recklessly climbed over concertgo- 
ers and launched over the rail, but was wres- 
tled down by two goliath security guards who 
relegated me to the outskirts to watch a per- 
sonally poignant version of “No Fun.” 

During a chance encounter, I asked Austin 
Police Chief Art Acevedo what he was excit- 
ed for on Sunday. “The Red Hot Chili Peppers,” 
he replied. He wasn’t alone. There were 
droves of people all ages camping out in front 
of the Bud Light stage all day for a good view 
of the California funk-rock veterans. Personally, 
I think the Chili Peppers went limp in the mid- 
Nineties and are even worse off now that 
John Frusciante quit again, but it’s a bummer 
to swim against the stream, so I became a 
RHCP fan. My cohorts and I took our shirts 
off, put our hats on backwards and, using 
black and red markers, drew RHCP tattoos on 
each other that featured the iconic red 
asterisk and featured phrases like 
“Butt-Sugar, Sex, Magik.” 

Our bro-transformation inspired 
those around us to join in, earning 
them “Mother’s Milk” nipple tattoos, 
barbed-wire armbands, and depictions 
of Anthony Kiedis’ rodentlike mus- 
tache. With our new friends, who I 
think were genuine RHCP fans, we 
sang arm-in-arm to songs I didn’t even 
realize I knew the words to and high- 
fived in between. For a moment I for- 
got I was being sarcastic. 

Why immerse yourself in a fan base 
you resent? Because togetherness is 
the spirit of ACL. Whether you’re hugging out 
an MDMA roll with strangers during 
Bassnectar, relaxing in an impassable fort of 
camping chairs with your friends, hoisting a 
toddler on your shoulders for his first concert, 
or making new friends by drawing fake tattoos 
on total strangers and fondling inflatable 
women, you’ve found the Zeitgeist of ACL.

ACL Mania 

The blow-up doll we found lying in the 
grass on Friday afternoon had one eye frozen 
in an amorous wink. Tape residue on her feet 
indicated she’d fallen off one of the flagpoles 
by which Austin City Limits Music Festival 
attendees locate one another in the masses. 
“Bernice” proved good company, breaking 
the ice with happy strangers investigating her 
three shallow holes before she sailed 
onstage to be humped by the Black Lips’ 
Cole Alexander as he played a guitar solo. 

Soon after, actress Rooney Mara stood 
behind the Atlanta quartet playing useless 
guitar, with Ryan Gosling and legendary 
local film director Terrence Malick in close 
proximity probably capturing footage that will 
never make it onscreen. If it does, Bernice 
will be in it, lying there with her arms out- 
stretched and looking for love. Sadly, it was 
her last role. A security guard tore her apart. 

Sometimes I feel like a rat that’s chewed 
through a wall and found itself in a mansion. 

I certainly had that feeling watching the 
Black Keys’ headlining set from the stage 
Friday night. How I got there I don’t under- 
stand. In front of us, tens of thousands: 
arms aloft, ecstatic smiles, pulsing to the 
music. Behind us: Lady Bird Lake, the 
Austin skyline, our worries. The Black Keys 
aren’t the deepest band, but they understand 
how to harness the elemental forces of five 
distorted notes and a heavy kick drum in a 
way that makes everybody feel good. That’s 
why they headline ACL. People aren’t looking 
to be informed. They’re looking to be uplifted. 

When they were done, and with no taxis 
available, we threw a stranger $20 to let us 
jump in the bed of his pickup and ride to the 
Beauty Ballroom where Houston rap boss 
Slim Thug threw down with surprise guest 
Paul Wall at an ACL afterparty. Call it a palate 
cleanser, not only because the audience was 
80% black, but because they recited every lyric 
in perfect unison for a congregational effect all 
too rare to most festivals, though those wit-

Swedish sisters Klara and Johanna 
Soderberg are complementing and counter- 
ing forces. It’s a balance that emerges most 
readily in their effortless harmonies, but 
also in the yin and yang of brunette Klara’s 
acoustic guitar to blonde Johanna’s low-end 
keyboard beat. Likewise, their songwriting is 
beautifully woven with darker threads; folk 
touched with just enough pop gleam to float 
in the early afternoon breeze like the duo’s 
flaring vintage dresses. The sisters opened 
a cappella with “In the Morning” from 2009 
debut LP The Big Black and The Blue before 
drummer Mattias Bergqvist began adding a 
gallop that carried throughout the set. “Blue” 
hued with shades of Joni Mitchell against 
the defiant disillusion of “To A Poet” and 
the rushing rhythm of “Wolf.” Their stunning 
cover of Paul Simon’s “America” provided the 
early festival highlight, though the trio’s take 
on fellow Swede Fever Ray’s “When I Grow 
Up” proved equally compelling, and their own 
song “Emmylou” and the brooding title track 
from this year’s breakout, The Lion’s Roar , 
established First Aid Kit’s own compositional 
talent. Though the young Soderberg sisters 
obviously still have much room for growth, 
there’s more promise in their casual combi- 
nation than most of their folk-revival contem- 
poraries’ forced harmonies. - Doug Freeman 

The War on Drugs 

Zilker Park, Oct. 12 

Languid notes burbled out of Adam 
Granduciel’s guitar, aimless and easy, 
slowly being soaked up by the open 
Texas sky. Philly quartet the War 
on Drugs keeps things untucked, 
and its Friday afternoon set on 
the Bud Light stage felt like 
hazy liberty. Breakout sopho- 
more disc Slave Ambient is over 
a year old, but in this era, there’s 
not much else to do but keep 
touring. Noodling begat grooves, 
and grooves begat a beatific fever. 

Songs like “Best Night” and “Come to the City” 
made you happy, even the usual and ignorant 
ramblers standing gridlocked in an open field.

Jovanotti 

Zilker Park, Oct. 12 

Italian. English. Spanish. Language mattered 
little to an adoring crowd of dancing converts as 
Italian superstar Jovanotti served up a joyous 
patchwork of funk, hip-hop, and global grooves 
he slyly dubbed “Italian traditional Afrobeat.” 
Dressed to party in a bright crimson button-up 
drenched in sweat by set’s end and an electric 
yellow skinny tie to match his rail-thin frame, 
Jovanotti exuded enough charm and charisma 
to bridge any language gap. A lightning bolt 
onstage backed by a percussion-heavy sixpiece 
band, the fortysomething former teen idol wears 
his largely American influences on his sleeve. 
Between originals (“Battiti Di AN Di Farfalla,” 
“Safari,” “Coraggio”), Jovanotti riffed off favor- 
ites from Sugarhill Gang (“Rapper’s Delight”) 
and Public Enemy (“Bring the Noise”) to Michael 
Jackson (“Wanna Be Startin’ Somethin’”) and 
Bob Marley (“Natural Mystic”). Not quite cov- 
ers, Jovanotti put his own playful (and trilingual) 
twist on all these numbers. Heck, he even 
remixed Austin’s boastful nickname, calling it 
the Vatican of music. “I come from Rome, so I 
can tell you,” he joked before closing with a rau- 
cous trip to “L’Ombelico del Mondo” - the belly 
button of the world. - Thomas Fawcett 

Weezer 

Zilker Park, Oct. 12 

The big bright W was hung onstage, the 
crowd was electric, and all frontman Rivers 
Cuomo had to do was say “My name is Jonas” 
and the crowd exploded. After that opener, 
Weezer delivered all the hits, among them 
“Beverly Hills,” “Island in the Sun,” and “Buddy 
Holly.” Through them all, the band seemed to 
have the time of its life. The bandmembers’ 
honest enjoyment and energy made even the 
sitting section jump up to watch. The only time 
the band seemed bored was during current 
single “(If You’re Wondering If I Want 
You To) I Want You To,” but they 
quickly snapped back. Weezer’s 
always been music for the nerdy 
teen, and it was heartening to 
see a wide generational mix 
in the audience. Adults and 
kids alike couldn’t help but 
be charmed by Cuomo’s ridicu- 
lous stage banter, which was 
largely sung and went in and out of 
Spanish, not to mention his sweater 
vest worn in 85-degree heat.

Florence + the Machine 

Zilker Park, Oct. 12 

Funny that both of Florence + the 
Machine’s romantic art-rock LPs, Lungs 
(2009) and Ceremonials (2011), are breakup 
albums, when you consider that singer 
Florence Welch’s stage persona is that of a 
witchy princess far too ethereal for human 
romance. Then again, that persona is so 
prone to theatrics that her girlish preoccupa- 
tion with love seems only natural. Taking 
the stage in a floor-length black-and-green 
chiffon gown, Welch began the rite with 
“Only If for a Night,” the opening track from 
Ceremonials. Keenly aware of her perfor- 
mance and the audience’s adoration of her, 
Welch leapt down from the stage during 
“Rabbit Heart (Raise It Up),” prancing into the 
center aisle before turning back to the stage, 
pausing dramatically to stare off into the mid- 
dle distance and letting the sun’s fading rays 
bathe her ginger hair in the gloaming before 
retaking the stage to finish off the tune. 

Welch and company, which included a host 
of backup singers, collaborator Isabella Summers, and a harpist, capped off the set with a 
jubilant version of “Dog Days Are Over,” with Welch exhorting the crowd to jump in time to 
the music. Caught in her big-hearted spell, they were all too happy to oblige. - Melanie Haupt

Wild Child 

Zilker Park, Oct. 13 

Wild Child is a band born of raw emo- 
tion. The local septet’s early shows played 
out as both coy and playfully tumultu- 
ous dramas between fronting duo Kelsey 
Wilson and Alexander Beggins. Now, a year 
behind its debut, Pillow Talk, Wild Child has 
focused its sound while shedding much of 
the initial preciousness, with that added 
power and depth carrying well to the festi- 
val stage. Greeted by a cadre of hometown 
fans whose face paint matched their own, 
the band members showcased new tunes in 
a set that pushed Wilson’s powerhouse tal- 
ent to the fore, both vocally and on fiddle, 
while Sadie Wolfe’s subtle cello accentu- 
ated both sound and sentiment on songs 
like “The Escape” and slower duet “Silly 
Things.” Though the band can still compli- 
cate itself in overly clever contortions (wind- 
ing “I’ll Figure You Out”), its fevered break- 
downs on “Cocaine Hurricane” and closer 
“The Tale of You and Me” upend the pop- 
pier turns. With a new album in the works, 
Wild Child advances beyond the Pillow Talk 
to real action.

Rufus Wainwright 

Zilker Park, Oct. 13 

Rufus Wainwright’s one-hour set on the 
headlining Bud Light stage early Saturday 
afternoon put to shame almost everything that 
followed it. Cool, cloudy, and warm, the weath- 
er matched Wainwright’s rich voice and piano 
chords in elevating the crowd beyond mere 
grass and lawn chairs. Starting off stunningly 
a capella with “Candles,” the 39-year-old in a 
flaglike leisure suit burst into a joyful, funky 
set. Two black female backup singers made all 
the material impossibly soulful, one of them 



taking lead on a track written by Wainwright’s 
late mother, Kate McGarrigle. There were a 
few surprising gaps - where was “California”? 
- but the set was fairly focused on songs from 
the recent Out of the Game. Wainwright also 
covered a Judy Garland song, “The Man That 
Got Away,” which he noted that due to Liza 
Minnelli’s disapproval, he had renamed “The 
Bitch That Got Away.” While most of the set 
was upbeat festival fare, “The Art Teacher” 
provided a welcome softer moment. It wasn’t 
lost on the band or crowd that the sun finally 
came out during Wainwright’s set. Sassy but 
genuine, he noted, “Austin is the live music 
capital. And I feel it!” - Zoe Cordes Selbin 

Andrew Bird

Touting spring release Break It Yourself and 
prepping for its companion piece at the end 
of this month, Andrew Bird stays busy. His 
shows convey the same idea. A sock monkey 
with its own mic, his signature spinning pho- 
nograph horn, and a backing trio joined the 
Chicago whistler onstage. Bird himself is a 
whirlwind, switching between plucked violin 
strings and guitar strokes. Bird launched 
“Effigy” looping glockenspiel and violin into 
decadent layers that soared way above the 
low-hanging clouds hovering above the stage.

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Neil Young & Crazy Horse ziiker Park, oct. 13 

When or Neil gets together with Crazy Horse, the results are fairly predictable. There 
will be lots of crunchy guitar, several jams of indeterminate length, a couple of new 
songs, and feedback galore. This nearly two-hour set didn’t disappoint. Although only the 
most jaded would complain about Young skipping “Like a Hurricane,” things kicked off 
with a 16-minute rendition of “Love and Only Love,” the quartet seemingly circling each 
other, feeling each other out, before meeting toe-to-toe and setting the dial to “rage.” 

And rage they did, except for a two-song solo acoustic break comprised of the never- 
ending tribute to deceased Crazy Horse guitarist Danny Whitten (“The Needle and the 
Damage Done”), and a new song, “Twisted Road.” There were several previously unheard 
tunes from the upcoming Psychedelic Pill, in fact. Most notable was the stomping “Walk 
Like a Giant,” which ended with nearly five minutes of loud stop-and-start, mimicking, 
perhaps, that walking giant. They also reached back for oldies “Cinnamon Girl” and 
“Down by the River,” each still strong and representative of the two sides of Crazy Horse, 
with unforgettable riffs and psychedelic undercurrents. Fittingly, “Hey Hey, My My (Into 
the Black)” ended the night. Young and his Horse look a little haggard, paunchy, and 
more than a little gray, but together they ensure “rock & roll will never die.” - Jim Caligiuri 


“Orpheus Don’t Look Back” added a Western 
whine to his polish and allowed flawless tran- 
sition into “Three White Horses” and a stilling 
and beautiful cover of Townes Van Zandt’s 
“If I Needed You,” both from upcoming 
Break It Yourself spin-off and Western tribute 
Hands of Glory. “I think my fever just broke,” 
announced Bird toward the end of the set. 
Soon thereafter, so did the skies.

The Roots 

Ziiker Park, Oct. 13 

Forget hip-hop, the Roots may be the most 
precisely packaged band on the touring cir- 
cuit, period. Coming out just after the rains 
had washed most of Saturday away, the leg- 
endary Philadelphia collective opened their set 
with a tribute to late Beastie Boy Adam Yauch, 
flipping “Paul Revere” on its edge and giving 
it some brass. Then came the first batch of 
oldies, “The Next Movement” and “Proceed,” 
a teaser of “Mellow My Man” from 1995’s Do 
You Want More?!!!??!. Jazz interludes spliced 
in throughout, with drummer ?uestlove (in 
cornrows!) directing the 20-year-old crew into 
Phrenology's “Break You Off” and the epic 
Things Fall Apart ballad “You Got Me,” which 
guitarist Captain Kirk took to another planet. 


That’s when the medleys began. “Sweet Child 
o’ Mine” segued into a “Mannish Boy” stomp. 
Black Thought and ?uestlove went one-on- 
one for a spell. The two teased out an exit 
and then came back with “Thought @ Work” 
before “How I Got Over” invited biting city 
soul. The Roots closed with Game Theory’s 
“Here I Come” and 2003 breakout “The Seed 
(2.0).” “Can you dig it?” Black Thought shout- 
ed like Cyrus at the end of his sermon. The 
answer, emphatically: “Yes, we can.”

SUNDAY 

The Eastern Sea 

Ziiker Park, Oct. 14 

Eastern Sea principal Matt Hines paid 
through the nose to see this year’s Plague 
into fruition, braving nothing short of member 
mutiny and production complications involving 
wildfires and city condemnation (long story). 
With a solid lineup now that includes seven 
other members - including two drummers - 
the locals made the best of a bad situation 
and were steeled by the struggle. Plague 
dispenses knotty pop songs that curve unex- 
pectedly, better suited to live performances 
than their recorded counterparts. Set opener 
“Central Cemetery” paired musing on mortal- 
ity with a bright orchestral flair, fully utilizing 
the power of flute, trumpet, and keys along- 
side the band’s backbone of guitar, bass, and 
drums. 2009 standout “The Snow” was too 
subtle to withstand the festival treatment, 
but newer songs like “The Match” had no 
difficulty filling the wide open space. Hines, 
acknowledging the band’s rough gestation 
and miles still ahead, dedicated closer “Your 
House” to both the “old and new faces” in 
the audience. - Adam Schragin 



Gary Clark Jr. 

Ziiker Park, Oct. 14 

It’s a little over two miles from Antone’s to 
Ziiker Park; Gary Clark Jr. took the long way 
around this year. Capping off a summer that 
brought Austin’s brightest shooting star raves 
at every major music festival across the coun- 
try, Clark was welcomed home by an adoring 
crowd proud to claim the native son. Clark 
was impeccably smooth with a set tightened 
to perfection, from the relentless opening 
build of “When My Train Pulls In” and gritty 
breakdown boogie of “Don’t Owe You a Thing” 
to the epic “Third Stone From the Sun/If You 
Love Me Like You Say,” complete with his gui- 
tar scratch-out that would show up most DJs. 
Eric Zapata complemented with his own axe- 
grinding, wielding a double-necked beast and 
more turquoise jewelry than an Arizona truck 
stop. Clark’s vocals stood out on the falsetto 
soul of “Please Come Home” and slow jam 
groove “Things Are Changin’,” but the closing 
trifecta of “Travis County,” “Blak and Blu,” and 
“Bright Lights” sent the set into a cataclysm 
of riffage. The only thing hotter than Gary 
Clark Jr. onstage Sunday was the high after- 
noon sun, but as he declares on “Ain’t Messin 
’Round,” “I don’t believe in competition. Ain’t 
nobody else like me around.” - Doug Freeman 

◄ Barrington Levy 

Ziiker Park, Oct. 14 

“Killed it” has become term du jour for 
festival slaying these days, but Jamaicans 
have a better expression for what Barrington 
Levy did Sunday evening: murderation! The 
dancehall originator opened with Bounty 
Killer collaboration “Living Dangerously” but 
leaned mostly on the classic early Eighties 
records cementing his legendary status on 
the island, which fill the crates of any respect- 
able DJ. A solid fourpiece band doubled down 
on the low-end theory behind nails-tough rid- 
dims originally crafted by the Roots Radies 
Band (“Prison Oval Rock,” “A Yah We Deh,” 

“My Woman,” “Murderer”), while an updated 
“Under Mi Sensi” revealed that Levy likes his 
collie herbs seedless. Despite being dressed 
like Russell Simmons at Chippendales (crisp 
white ball cap, gaudy tuxedo vest, and bow 
tie, no shirt), the blue-mountain yodeler was 
on point. His signature skat-yodel led to elabo- 
rate audience call-and-response, none more 
than on the massive buildup leading to smash 
“Here I Come”: Shoodily-wop-boop-diddily- 
diddily-whoooooaaaaa! - Thomas Fawcett 



Iggy & the Stooges Ziiker Park, Oct. 14 

Setting a template for punk so tough and visceral that it took the world a decade to 
catch up, the Stooges authored three records of white-knuckle aggression before calling 
it quits in 1974. Twenty-six years later, the band reunited and recorded new music, and 
although the death of founding guitarist Ron Asheton put the band’s future into ques- 
tion, it’s returned again under the tweaked moniker of Iggy & the Stooges, with V.2 gui- 
tarist James Williamson of Raw Power fame, and Minuteman Mike Watt on bass. Live, 
Pop commands a stage like he did in his band’s first coming. The backing Stooges felt 
sluggish by comparison, and the tempo of second song “Search and Destroy” in par- 
ticular sagged in spite of Pop’s aerobics. With a “fuck it,” Pop flipped a switch - inviting 
fans to bum rush the stage for “Shake Appeal,” throwing himself into the audience on “I 
Got a Right,” and carrying a struggling “I Wanna Be Your Dog.” After a snarling “No Fun” 
as an encore, Iggy & the Stooges stomped off, and the last thing we saw on the jumbo- 
tron was Pop’s thin, outstretched middle finger. Cue the applause. - Adam Schragin

MODERN WARFARE 

China, Japan, and Taiwan each claim own- 
ership of the uninhabited South China Sea 
islands of Senkaku or Diaoyu, and the contro- 
versy heightened in September when Japan 
announced that it had formally “purchased” 
the islands from a private company that 
reputedly owned them. China countered by 
“launching” its first-ever aircraft carrier (a ves- 
sel junked in 1998 by Ukraine), which it 
hopes will intimidate its neighbors even 
though it is useless to planes. Days later, 
patrol boats from Taiwan and Japan had a 
confrontation near the islands -- drenching 
each other in a military-grade squirt gun fight. 
(Japan won.) 

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

A 14-year-old boy was hospitalized in criti- 
cal condition in Churchill, Pa., in August after 
allegedly swiping a Jeep Grand Cherokee and 
leading the owner’s boyfriend on a brief high- 
speed chase before rolling the Cherokee over 
on Interstate 376. The boy’s mother, accord- 
ing to WTAE-TV, blamed the Cherokee’s owner: 
A vehicle with the keys in it, she said, “was 
an opportunity that, in a 14-year-old’s eyes, 
was ... the perfect moment.” Also, she said, 
the boyfriend “had no right to chase my son.” 
The boy “could have just (wanted) a joyride 
down the street. Maybe he (merely) wanted to 
go farther than he felt like walking.” 


PERSPECTIVE 

First-World Problems: 1) Ohio death row 
inmate Ronald Post, 53, asked a federal court 
in September to cancel his January date with 
destiny on the grounds that, despite almost 30 
years of prison food, he’s still too fat to exe- 
cute. At 480 pounds, “vein access” and other 
issues would cause his lethal injection to be 
“torturous.” 2) British murderer-sadist Graham 
Fisher, 39, is locked up in a high-security hospi- 
tal in Berkshire, England, but he, too, has been 
eating well (at about 325 pounds). In August, 
he was approved for gastric-band surgery paid 
for by Britain’s National Health Service at an 
estimated cost, including a private room for 
post-op recuperation, of about $25,000. 

IRONIES 

Iranian cleric Hojatoleslam Ali Beheshti was 
hospitalized in the town of Shahmirzad in 
September, allegedly after being roughed up by 
a woman. According to Iran’s Mehr news agen- 
cy, the cleric was merely performing his “duty,” 
warning an allegedly immodestly dressed 
woman to cover herself better. She suggested, 
instead, that he should “cover (his) eyes,” and 
when he continued admonishing her, she, unla- 
dylike, pushed him away and kicked him. 

Arrested in September and charged with 
aggravated indecent exposure (making contin- 
ued obscene gestures to female kayakers on 
Michigan’s Pinnebog River while nude): 


60-year-old TV producer William H. Masters III 
- the son of pioneer 1960s sex researcher 
William Masters (who, with Virginia Johnson, 
wrote the landmark books Human Sexual 
Response and Human Sexual Inadequacy). 

In August, the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission and the Gerber Legendary 
Blades company of Portland, Ore., announced 
a recall of Gerber machetes. According to 
CPSC, the machetes might have a defect that 
could cause the handle to break, making the 
machete, said CPSC, a “laceration hazard.” 

DEMOCRACY IN ACTION! 

Challenging Races: 1) Richard Wagner 
Jones, running for a school board seat in 
Granite, Utah, told reporters in June that since 
the job is mainly about taxes and budgets, he 
would not have to make site visits to schools. 
That is fortunate, for Jones is barred from 
schools as a registered sex offender based 
on a 1990 conviction. 2) Mike Rios, a former 
school board member in Moreno Valley, Calif., 
said in August that he was still considering 
running for the town’s council despite his 
March arrest for attempted murder and April 
arrest for pimping (allegedly caught with sever- 
al underage recruits). 3) Verna Jackson 
Hammons said in August that her candidacy 
for mayor of Cullman, Ala., should not suffer 
by her having appeared 10 years earlier as 
“the other woman” in a love triangle on an 
episode of The Jerry Springer Show. 

Brazil has a robust democracy, but with 
very few controls on what candidates may call 
themselves on ballots. Among those running 
for offices this election season, according to 
a September New York Times dispatch from 
Rio de Janeiro: “John Kennedy Abreu Sousa,” 
“Jimmi Carter Santarem Barroso,” “Ladi 
Gaga,” “Christ of Jerusalem,” a “Macgaiver,” 
five “Batmans,” two “James Bonds,” and 16 
people whose names contain “Obama.” “It’s 
a marketing strategy,” said City Council candi- 
date Geraldo Custodio, who apparently likes 
his chances better as “Geraldo Wolverine.” 

FUNGUS IN THE NEWS 

1) Yak herders in Tibet and farmers in the 
Indian Himalayas are becoming relatively 
prosperous, according to recent reports by 
National Geographic and London’s The 
Guardian, by harvesting rare caterpillar fungi. 
In Tibet, “yartsa gunbu” supposedly cures ail- 
ments ranging from back pain to HIV, from 
hair loss to asthma and more, and often sells 
in local markets for twice its weight in gold. 

In India, “kira jari” is believed to be an aphro- 
disiac and energy booster, but the govern- 
ment is trying to control the market because 
insufficient new larvae means the land might 
soon be picked clean. 2) Swiss researcher 
Francis W.M.R. Schwarze announced in 
September that he will manufacture 30 vio- 
lins out of wood treated with certain fungi 
that, in music-appreciation tests, made a 
lesser-grade violin sound like a Stradivarius.

Savannah State was laughing their asses off 
during the Horns’ 36-2 first-half loss to 
Oklahoma on Saturday.

How overmatched was Texas? We were Jared 
from Subway; they were Sonny Liston. 

The Horns’ first six possessions ended in 
punt, punt, punt, punt, I NT, safety, while the 
Crimson crew started off TD, punt, TD, TD, TD, 
punt, TD. We were manhandled at the line and 
it just spread from there like trench mouth. 

Outcoached, outplayed, outhustled, out- 
tackled, outblocked - Texas came out of the 
“good team” closet against Oklahoma. Again. 
Mack Brown, a $5 million-a-year pastry chef, 
goes for character guys who get their asses 
kicked annually by OU thugs and then thank 
Jesus. Christ, when you’re down 63-8 against 
an archrival and leaving the game with an 
injury, as QB David Ash did, the finger you 
point to the heavens should not be the index.

Ranked No. 5 after 
beating Texas 48-45 on the road, the 
Brokeback Mountaineers crawled back to 
whatever the crappy college town is in West 
Virginia, with their tails between their legs. 

Texas plays the guys who stomped the 
guys who beat us in Buddy Holly, Texas, on 
November 3. “Oh, Boy.” 

After the Horns try and stop Baylor’s Nick 
Florence and Terrance Williams, leading 
the nation in passing and receiving yardage, 
respectively, at home next week, they play 
1-6 Kansas on the road. Two weeks ago, 
those looked like easy wins, but after OU 

showed that UT’s 0 is as bad 
as the Manny Jaz defense 
- ranked No. 99 in the coun- 
try after yielding 677 yards to 
Oklahoma - Texas could 
actually lose both of those. 
C’mon Jayhawks, join the 
Horns Humiliation Tour! After 
certain defeat at Texas Tech, 
the Horns play ranked Iowa 
State and TCU at home, then 
go up to Woody Allen’s favor- 
ite city in Kansas to play the 
fourth-ranked K-State 
Wildcats. Not an easy run. 

Could Texas lose out? That’s doubtful, 
but they certainly performed like a 4-8 
team against the Sooners. Unable or unwill- 
ing to step up, the 2012 Horns make it 
seem like Mack is short for Mackovic or 
McWilliams. Remember ’97 and ’91? 

The championship season of 2005 was 
so long ago, the hero is now working as a 
greeter at a Downtown steak house. Since 
losing the 2009 championship game to 
an inferior Alabama team on a fluke injury 
to Colt McCoy, Texas is 17-14. We’ve 
lost more games in the past three and a 
half years than we did the previous eight. 
This is a program on a dive of Mel 
Gibsonian proportions. 

Coach Mack Brown can’t be loving his job, 
but that shouldn’t be a problem next sea- 
son, when his greatest concern (when he’s 
not analyzing college football for ESPN) will 
be overseeing the building in the university’s 
athletic complex that will bear his name: the 
Mack Brown Center for Recruitment and 
Coddling.

Day Trips

The Colorado River Refuge near 
Bastrop is alive with the sound of music. A 
chorus of birdsong fills the forest along the 
river, creating a soundtrack for your hike. 

Despite being only minutes from the 
highway and a subdivision, you truly feel 
like you’re in the wilderness. The hiking 
trails traverse under a canopy of stately 
old-growth trees among the thick vegeta- 
tion of the river-bottom preserve. 

The volunteers of the Pines and Prairies 
Land Trust, working in partnership with gov- 
ernmental agencies, private foundations, 
and local businesses, worked for more 
than four years to turn what was once 
considered unusable land into a showcase 
public space. They weren’t deterred when 
a flood in 2007 washed away their handi- 
work. It officially opened in 2008. 



The 3.5-mile hiking trail along the river is 
easy, scenic, and can be educational, with 
signs that identify many of the plants and 
birds. There is even a section of the trail that 
is ADA-compliant. Fortunately, none of the 
refuge was affected by the 2011 wildfires. 

The Colorado River Refuge is just past the 
Tahitian Village golf course. To get there, turn 
off Highway 71 onto Tahitian Drive, go two 
miles to Riverside Drive, turn right, and go two 
more miles to the Cottonwood Kings Trailhead.

The UT Longhorns are on the road this week, at TCU and one-loss Baylor, after splitting a 
pair of 1-0 verdicts last weekend - losing to Texas Tech, then beating Kansas. That leaves 
the Horns at 7-7-1 for the year, but 4-1 in the very competitive Big 12, and still in the run- 
ning for the regular-season title. The regular-season finale is next Friday , Oct. 26, 7pm, host- 
ing nationally ranked West Virginia at Myers Stadium. 

The St. Edward’s women are on the road as well this weekend, and like UT, they’ll finish their 
regular season at home next week, hosting St. Mary’s on Thursday, and A&M International on 
Saturday, Oct. 25 and 27. The Hilltoppers are up to eighth in the nation after 8-0 and 5-0 wins 
last week. The St. Ed’s men haven’t kept up with the women in recent years, but this year’s 
squad (with a little Austin Aztex influence) is having the best success they’ve experienced in a 
while - riding a seven-game unbeaten streak and sitting atop the Heartland Conference. 

The U.S. Men had some nervous moments this week in World Cup Qualifying - tied 
after 90 minutes against lowly Antigua Friday, then trailing Guatemala early Tuesday - before 
roaring back to win both games and ease into the final round of qualifying. That hexagonal 
group stage - with tough trips to Mexico, Costa Rica, Honduras, Panama, and Jamaica - 

will play out next spring and fall... There were WCQ results on every other continent as well, 
on this last day of international play for 2012. Argentina and Colombia are looking good in 
South America; Chile, Uruguay, and Paraguay, not so much. Australia and Iran helped 
themselves in Asia. It’s still early in the long European group stage, but the biggest stories 
this week were a couple of surprising ties: Sweden stormed back from a 4-0 deficit in the 
last 30 minutes to tie Germany, and Poland fought England to a waterlogged 1-1 draw, in a 
game delayed one day because there was “too much rain to close the retractable roof."

This time, 
however, the role is taken on by the hulking 
Tyler Perry, who steps so far out of his in-drag 
Madea comfort zone that it feels, at times, 
like we’re watching a Saturday Night Live 
parody of a Patterson pastiche. 

It’s a courageous but misguided move on 
Perry’s part; he has none of Freeman’s soulful, 
nuanced subtlety, and watching him display 
the gamut of emotions called for in Marc 
Moss and Kerry Williamson’s script is like 
watching the Hulk attempt Swan Lake. Set up 
as a prequel of sorts to the Freeman films, 

Alex Cross does make fine use of its Detroit 
locations, from tony Lakeview Drive mansions 
to the skeletal ruins of the former Michigan 
Theatre in debris-strewn downtown. (The cli- 
mactic fight sequence that takes place here 
is more of a disaster, editing-wise, than the 
Argento-esque catwalks and lachrymose layers 
of endless shadows.) Cross is still a detec- 
tive with the Detroit Police Department in this 
film, although an offer to move to Washington, 
D.C. (where Patterson’s novels take place) is 
mentioned early on amidst an ongoing barrage 
of strenuously overwritten buddy/pal banter 
with his partner Tommy Kane (Burns, who’s as 
bland as Wonder Bread). 

Enter the sinuously evil serial killer Picasso 
( Lost’s Fox, looking like a cross between 
Inglourious Basterds’ Cristoph Waltz and, 
urn, me, apparently), a sadistic and cunning 
killer who attracts Cross’ attention, and vice 
versa. Like Perry, Fox overplays his character 
to the point of parody, but at least he looks 
as though he’s having some fun carving 
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up people. Perry just looks apoplectic, and 
there are odd moments that seem imported 
straight from Planet Madea, too, such as 
Cicely Tyson’s wise old Nana Mama and 
Perry’s hunky-dory relationship with his family 
(no work-stress alcoholism or battered-wife 
syndrome here). 

It’s a mess, really, but a crowd-pleasing 
one. There’s no telling how Perry’s regular 
audience will react, but my guess is they’ll 
follow him out on this creaking limb, no prob- 
lem. Whether anyone will ever want to see 
him portray Patterson’s profiler again, though, 
is another question altogether.

ATLAS SHRUGGED: PART II 

D: John Putch; with Samantha Mathis, Jason Beghe, Esai 
Morales, Patrick Fabian, Richard T. Jones, Diedrich Bader, 

Paul McCrane, Arye Gross, D.B. Sweeney. (PG-13, 111 min.) 

This second installment of the planned 
three-part film adaptation of Ayn Rand’s sig- 
nature tome is a rickety construction. Plagued 
with poor production values, mediocre per- 
formances, and lots of repetitive speechify- 
ing, Atlas Shrugged: Part II will attract only 
viewers already bitten by the Rand bug or her 
Objectivist cause. (Indeed, audience members 
at the screening I attended were fully engaged 
with the movie and animatedly whispering 
with their companions whenever various nar- 
rative aspects triggered personal responses 
based on their own close readings of Rand’s 
novel.) Yet, if Rand’s ideas about the infallibili- 
ty of the free marketplace were applied to this 
trilogy, there would be no Atlas Shrugged: Part 
II. Part I did so poorly in the marketplace of 
the box office that only a true believer would 
mush ahead with Parts II and III (though I 
expect the trilogy will have a long shelf life as 
a Classics 1 1 1 ustrated-sty I e alternative to read- 
ing Rand’s door-stopper of a novel).

The director and entire cast have been 
replaced since the conclusion of Part I, which 
doesn’t inspire confidence in the project’s 
overall vision. Furthermore, the filmmakers’ 
stated intention to release this installment 
during the height of the U.S. election season 
lends credence to the idea that the aspira- 
tions of Atlas Shrugged: Part II are more 
political than artistic. (Fox News personalities 
Sean Hannity and Juan Williams have cam- 
eos as television talking heads.) And that 
brings up another curious transposition from 
novel to screen: The film takes place in a 
dystopian future America instead of the mid- 
20th century of Rand’s book. In this future, 
a global economic depression has taken 
hold - gas is $40 a gallon at the pump, and 
protesters representing the country’s 99% 
are waving signs and shouting in the streets 
(however, the film’s depiction of the disgrun- 
tled seems to encompass the same scraggly 
dozen or so actors who get trotted out when- 
ever a mob scene is needed). 

The film’s focus remains relentlessly 
American, as in the novel, and never both- 
ers to update this perspective in light of the 
present-day interconnectness of the world- 
wide economy. Neither does the film confront 
notions like who’s making all the lipstick and 
other petroleum-based products that still 
seem to be in widespread use or transporting 
the cases of champagne and other goods in a 
world that’s so thirsty for essential fuel. More 
than niggling examples such as these, viewers 
are likely to be turned off by the film’s uncon- 
vincing rendering of reality: The CGI shots look 
phony (although a plane-crash scene is han- 
dled nicely), the makeup looks as though it 
was applied by the actors’ children before they 
left for the set, and the screenplay is in sore 
need of a script doctor to turn the mechanical 
speeches into actual dialogue. Atlas won’t be 
the only one to shrug off this tiresome load.

HERE COMES THE BOOM 

D: Frank Corad; with Kevin James, Salma Hayek, Henry 
Winkler, Greg Germann, Joe Rogan, Gary Valentine, Charice, 
Bas Rutten, Reggie Lee.

When high school biology teacher and 
all-around sad sack Scott Voss (James) 
learns that his cash-strapped employers are 
contemplating cutting the school’s music 
program - taught by Scott’s elderly wise- 
guy pal Marty (Winkler, actually turning in 
the best performance in the picture) - he 
dives into the world of mixed martial arts to 
help save the music. If that quick synopsis 
sounds asinine as opposed to inspiring, 
you’ve hit this mug right on the kisser. After 
sitting through this cliche-ridden exercise 
in broad comedy, with its earnest discus- 
sion of the importance of the arts in kids’ 
lives and Kevin James’ incessant mugging, 

I couldn’t help but wonder just how many 
real-world high school music and arts pro- 
grams could have been saved from impend- 
ing extinction by simply not making this 
movie and donating the film’s budget to 
actual schools in need (of which there are 
thousands, by the way). 

Between Scott’s puppy-dog pining for 
school nurse Bella (Hayek), the evil machina- 
tions of the school principal (Germann), and 
the actual fight scenes of Scott - a former 
college wrestler who’s clearly gone to seed - 
Here Comes the Boom hits every dopey note 
in the “save the school” subgenre playbook. 
It’s not offensive so much as it is dumb, 
although the emphasis on bone-cracking vio- 
lence to solve your social-welfare problems 
sends, at best, a mixed message. 

Had this been a Thai or Malaysian genre 
entry along the lines of Prachya Pinkaew’s 
sly 2008 butt-kicker Chocolate - wherein the 
female protagonist (the amazing JeeJa Yanin) 
uses her uncanny martial-arts skills to save 
her mother and defeat assorted baddies - or 
even one of those muay thai dust-ups where 
the unlikely hero saves the day, the village, 
and/or the school music program (take your 
pick) through sheer punch-up pluck, I’d be 
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more inclined to invest my emotions in the 
action onscreen. Director Coraci (a frequent 
helmer of Adam Sandler’s increasingly exas- 
perating output) does little to inspire anything 
but a roundhouse right to his jaw for making 
such an annoyingly cookie-cutter “inspiration- 
al dramedy.” Here Comes the Bomb would’ve 
been a more fitting title, but props to Henry 
Winkler for rising to the occasion and turning 
in a sweet, idealistic performance in a film 
that otherwise feels like a tawdry commercial 
for the UFC and MMA.

LEAST AMONG SAINTS 

D: Martin Papazian; with Papazian, Tristan Lake Leabu, 

Laura San Giacomo, Azura Skye, Charles S. Dutton, Audrey

Actor Martin Papazian steps behind the 
camera as well as in front of it for his fea- 
ture film debut. He plays Anthony, a Gulf 
War veteran who has recently returned to 
his suburban hometown and is afflicted by 
the demons of PTSD, way too much cheap 
beer, and a pending divorce from his wife 
(Anderson), who is mightily fed up with his 
constant nightmares and erratic behavior. 
After multiple run-ins with the local law - 
including a sympathetic official played by 
Charles S. Dutton - Anthony becomes the 
unofficial guardian of young Wade (Leabu) 
after the boy’s single mother dies of a drug 
overdose. Papazian, who also scripted, is 
good enough in the role of this ex-soldier 
in search of some sort of redemption, and 
Leabu is as real a wounded kid as you’re 
likely to see onscreen this season, but their 
budding friendship/mentoring comes across 
as too pat. Least Among Saints is a heart- 
felt if not exactly heartwarming story of two 
wounded males, but despite top-notch per- 
formances from all the leads, it never really 
brings anything new to a story that’s already 
overly familiar. 

In between sleeping on a couch in his front 
yard (he suffers from recurring nightmares of 
the death of a young civilian girl, which he, 
presumably, caused) and slewing his battered 
pickup truck onto his wife’s lawn (the only 
place he feels safe), Anthony is a walking 
train wreck, unable to re-adjust to civilian 
society but a good person nonetheless. Over 
the course of the film, he teaches Wade 


how to stand up to the school bully and how 
to defuse some inner rage by going out for 
some shooting practice. The latter tactic 
ends badly, and when the cops arrive and 
then call in Child Protective Services ... well, 
you know the drill. 

It all ends on a grace note that feels 
false but caps an otherwise solid if pre- 
dictable drama. The treacly postscript just 
doesn’t sit well with what’s come before. 

Not a bad debut feature, to be sure, but 
neither is it one that we’ll be watching again 
anytime soon.

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viewer gets a pummeling, too. By film’s end, I 
felt so thoroughly wuthered I needed a warm 
bath and a nap. 

Adapted from Emily Bronte’s novel by 
Arnold and Olivia Hetreed ( Girl With a Pearl 
Earring), Wuthering Heights is presented in 
two parts. The first establishes the childhood 
bond between Catherine Earnshaw (Beer) 
and her adopted brother, the much-abused 
Heathcliff (Glave), while the second - clearly 
bracketed, though the passage of time is 
muzzy throughout - details their adult reck- 
oning, when Heathcliff (Howson) returns to 
the Yorkshire moors to enact revenge on his 
tormentors and see Catherine (Scodelario) - 
now married “up” to Edgar Linton (Northcote) 
- once again. (The film does away with 
Bronte’s framing device and chucks the last 
third of the book about the second genera- 
tion of Earnshaws and Lintons, as is com- 
monplace with most feature adaptations.) 

The first half is close to perfection in its 
evocation of the brutal landscape and its 
brutish inhabitants. Arnold doesn’t go so 
far afield from the book, which describes 
Heathcliff as dark-skinned, by casting black 
actors to play the part, and the film deep- 
ens with the additional friction of institution- 
al racism. Catherine - played by first-time 
actor Beer as rambunctious and casually 
cruel but capable of profound empathy - is 
Heathcliff’s only champion, and he - silent 
and seething from so much abuse - opens 
his heart only to her. Too raw for talk, they 
bolt across the moors like wild animals, 
a pack of two, and when Heathcliff is 
whipped, Catherine licks the open wound 
like a she-cub. The moment - a startling 
bolt of tenderness, first-fledged eroticism, 
and shuddering anti-antiseptic - plays like 
a lightning strike illuminated by Arnold’s 
idiomatic artistry. 

Miss the moment? You’ll see it again, 
and countless more, as Arnold pads the 
second half of her film with snatches of the 
first. It’s a tactic that fails on two counts, 
testing the audience’s patience - we’re savvy 
enough to trace their adult behavior back 
to the root without being reminded - and 
throwing into relief just how inferior the 
film’s second half is to what came before. 

I’m not convinced the source book can be 
blamed: Arnold finds a way to mine the early 
material to powerful effect, even for a Bronte 
fence-sitter like me, but hits rock with so 
much breast-beating and dumb behavior. 
That’s dumb meaning mute - Catherine 
and Heathcliff still haven’t figured out how 
to talk to each other - and dumb meaning, 
well, dumb. Intellectually, I submit, it hangs 
together - sometimes abused kids grow up 
to reenact the same cruelties, sometimes 
early attachments form our patterns hence- 
forth - but all the skulking and frowning and 
howling plays like one long irritant, utterly 
divested of emotional freight. (Also, when 
one character clings to the dead body of 
another, one is ideally wet with tears, not 
wondering about the logistics and limita- 
tions of rigor mortis.) Despite the energetic, 
impassioned performances from Howson 
and Scodelario, their tormented affair isn’t 
harrowing, only empty and exhausting. I 
never found a way in, and I couldn’t wait for 
a way out.

- with aplomb, although a few narrative gaps do mar 
the illusion.

The chase is on. With Looper, writer/director Rian 
Johnson incorporates the kicky mental gymnastics of 
time-travel, the relentless heart rate of a crackerjack 
thriller, and the extreme violence of a modern action- 
er. If you’re looking for guts-splaying, Looper certainly 
satisfies - but it’s the emotional guts of the thing 
that’ll hound you long after.

It’s a toss-up as to what Freddie requires most - a 
master, a sponsor, or a shrink - and Dodd vacillates 
between all these roles when he takes Freddie on as 
a pet cause. The founding tenet of Dodd’s self-made 
religion is that man must defeat the animal within. 
That war is The Master’s principal inquiry, and its 
findings are exhausting, exhilarating, and, in the end, 
irreconcilable.

Great records are never truly lost or forgotten. In the curious 
case of Sixto Rodriguez, a social realist getting a long overdue 


second chance at the spotlight, that amounted to 72 
phone calls, 45 faxes, and 145 emails by Light in the 
Attic Records nearly four decades after the release of the 
songwriter’s first album. 

Reissued in 2008, Cold Fact offers a portrait of inner- 
city Detroit as definitive as MC5’s Kick Out the Jams and 
as damning as its “Establishment Blues.” Psych-folk popu- 
lated by junkies and prostitutes, its bystander watches the 
scene unfold with support from Motown’s Funk Brothers 
and mad genius guitarist/producer Dennis Coffey. Despite 
its disappearance in the U.S. after a 1970 release, the 
LP took root in South Africa’s anti-apartheid movement 
and developed cult status among collectors stateside. 

Tim Kerr’s Monkeywrench covered the LP’s golden single 
“Sugar Man” on 2000’s Electric Children. 

“For a long time I didn’t have a phone,” Rodriguez told 
the Chronicle in 2008. “I don’t have a computer. I don’t 


really watch TV. The modern world, that’s part of the pro- 
cess I’m not involved in. 

“Nothing happened to me. I just went back to working 
construction. I dropped out ’cause there was nothing hap- 
pening for me.” 

The Light in the Attic reissue rescued Rodriguez from 
obscurity, but it’s recent documentary Searching for 
Sugar Man that brought him mainstream recognition and 
acclaim. The critically acclaimed film premiered at the 
Sundance Film Festival and boasts a soundtrack compil- 
ing selections from Cold Fact and follow-up Coming From 
Reality. Rodriguez was even featured in a 60 Minutes seg- 
ment earlier this month. The sky’s the limit now. 

“I’m very confident,” Rodriguez trumped. “C’mon, this 
is America - creativity, invention. I’m confident that will 
solve all the problems, but it takes a minute.”
